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VALUE OF CANADA'S TRADE 


MR. BUTTERWORTH’S PLEA 
FOR OLOSER RELATIONS. 
AN INTERESTING SPORY BY 8. J. RITCHIE 
—THE OHIO CONGRESSMAN’S ARGU- 
MENT IN FAVOR OF RECIPROCITY. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Ways and Means 
Committee heard some interesting statements 
to-day in regard to reciprocal trading with 
Canada. 

Mr. 8. J. Ritchie of Ohio favored the free im- 
portation of Canadian mineral ores and unre- 
stricted reciprocity with the Dominion. In the 
course of his remarks he stated that the 
Canadian Copper Company and the Anglo- 
American Iron Oompany are two corporations 
organized under the laws of Ohio and doing 
business in Ontario, Canada. By special act of 
the Dominion Parliament these companies 
have been clothed with every right, power, and 
privilege which they could have or enjoy if 
they were Canadian instead of American ccr- 
porations. Those companies have purchased 
and own large tracts of landin Oanada They 
have erected mining plants and put up and 
are running smelting furnaces, in which they 
are reducing nickel and copper ores and ship- 
ping the product to Great Britain and Germany. 

The ores contain nickel, copper, sulphur, and 
fron. In smelting, the nickel and copper are 
Saved in the form of matter, and the sulphur 
and iron is wasted. Within the last year nickel 
has come to assume a very important place in 
metallurgy as an alloy with steel. These re- 
sults have been obtained in Great Britain, in 
France, andin Germany. Before the discovery 
of the nickel] deposits in Canada the supply of 


nickel was so small and the price so high that 
it would have been impossible to have supplied 
any considerable want, even had its uulity 
been known. 

“ Our company,” said Mr. Ritchie, “al.hough 
an Ohio corporation, bas, for all purposes in 
Canada, been made by the Canadian Parlia- 
Ment a Canadian company. The Dominion 
Government remits the duty en the American 
machinery which we send in to work these 
mines. It also remits the duty on the coke 
which we use for fuel. It slso offers quite & 
large bonus per ton for the manufacture of 
fron and steel from this materiai. But the 
natural gas in the neighborhood of Findlay, 
Ohio, is so admirably adapted to manufact- 
ure and treatment of these ores, and espe- 
cially of our matters, that we are seriously 
contemplating bringing all our ores to that 
place to be smelted. But we oan only do this 
on condition that our own Government shall 
admit them all free of duty—every part and 
constituent of them. 

“ Every stockholder in these companies is a 
citizen of the State of Ohio. Every dollar in- 
vested in them is Ohio capital, and in making 
this request we only ask that you treat your 
own citizens as liberally as the Canadian Goy- 
ernment has treated fureigners who are Ameri- 
can citizens. Besides the mines in Canada, 
there is only one otber nickel mine of impor- 
tance in the world, and that one is located in 
the island of New-Caledonia, and belongs to 
the Rothschilds. It probably has not one-fifth 
part of the producing capacity of the Canadian 
rmnines.”’ 

In asking for the free admission of copper, 
nickel, iron, and sulphur, Mr. Ritchie said that 
we now cerive no revenue worth mentioning 
from them, and, in admitting them free, give 
the broadest possible interpretation to the doc- 
trines of protection: ‘‘Nearly all the mines in 
Canada,” he continued, “‘and 80 per cent. of 
her lumber interests are owned by Americans, 
aud their products are in every sense of the 
word the product of American capital and 
American labor. We are paying wore for labor, 
freights, machinery, and provisions of every 
rind at our mines in Canada than we could pur- 
chase the same for in the State of Onio.” 

Mr. Butterworth appeared before the commit- 
tee in suppert of his bill to establish unre- 
stricted recipreoal trade relations between the 
United States and the Dominion of Canada. 
His bill wili also, if it shall become a law, settle 
finally and forever the controversy about the 
fisheries. Much interest is feltin Mr. Butter- 
dngeit comment on the free-trade aspect of 

1s bill. 

Speaking of his political views in connection 
with the bill ne was advocating, Mr. Butter- 
worth said he was a Republican and a pro- 
tectionist, and was unwavering in his support 
of the protertive policy. “ But the Republican 
who oan find in this bill,” he said, “anything 
antagonistic te the philosopby of the protective 
policy either has a mistaken idea of the office 
of the protective system or wholly misappre- 
hends the purport of the bill. It is true that 
an idea has grown upinthe Republican ranks 
thatit the peculiar mission of the protective 

olicy to cripple or destroy all competition that 
on beyond our uational border line, and that 
without regard to conditions. 

“ Nothing is further from the fact. Lincoln 
was a protectionist. So was John Quincy 
Adaws, and Sehenck, and Wiathrop, Corwin, 
Crittenden, and their confréres. Yet they as- 
pigted in passing a bill which was, in its object 
aod purpose, the same as the bill I have intro- 
dnoed. In fact, I took that bill, which passed 
the House in 1848, as a model, 

“It is interesting to note what efforts our 
Government is putting forth to extend our 
trade relations with South Ameriea, and, at the 
same time, shutting the door in the tace o the 
larger opportunity for trade with our kinsman 
on the north. Let us compare the trade with 
the 51,000,000 people south of us with the 
trade we bave with the 5,000,000 people on 
the north. From the year 1850 to 1889, a 
period of forty years, the South American 
States purchased from us, both of our own aud 
foreign goods, tothe amount of $598,489,899. 
Canada purchased from us during the same 
period goous to the amount of $1,405,752,215., 
During the same time the United States pur- 
chased from South America $1,701,058,329, 
showing a balance agaiust us of $1,202,568,450. 

“If we add to the South American trade that 
of Mexico, Central America, and the West 
Indies wo find that from 1850 to 1889 we 
bought from them all the large sum of $3,756,- 
458,637, and sold to them during the same 
peried $1.6063,468,118, showing the balance of 
trade against us of $2,152,990,569. 

“ During exactly the same period we bought 
from Cavaia to the amount of $1,153,634,303, 
showing a balance in our favor in our trade 
with Canada of $252,117,912. This great sum 
stands to Canada’s credit in her trade with the 
United States to-duy. Not the least significant 
fact ip connecilon with this trade between the 
two countries is that during the operation of 
the reciproeity treaty of 1854, for a period of 
ten years, Canada placed $59,136,256 to her 
credit with the United States, by purchasing 
from us, during that time, this large amount 
more than she sold tous. Yet we hear a con- 
stant complaint that the reciprocity treaty 
operated unfavorably to the United States. In 
short, the facts are these: 

For the last forty years the balance of trade 
with the fifty-one millions of peopie to the 
south of us has showna Dalance of twenty- 
two hundred millions against us, while for the 
é6ame period our trade with the tive millions of 
people to the north of us shows a balance of 
two hundred and fifty millions in our favor, and 
yet, in the face of these facte, we are resorting 
to every device known to diplomacy or state- 
craft to enlurge and increase our trade with 
ali the people of the South, regardless 
of any revenue which that trade may vring to 
the Treasury, while at the same time we are 
substantially seeking for some cause of com- 
plaint against Canada and endeavoriug to re- 
strict instead of inerease our trade with her. 
Investiguting committees are sent out to bunt 
every scrap of materiai out of which a bill of 
cowplaict and indictment mignt be framed 
agaiust her. : ; 

“at the same time at which this is being 
dove we are wining and dining, feasting and 
slowing all over the country the representa- 
tives of these people of the South, No fault 
is found with the hospitality, but why this 
warked behavior toward the people of tae 
North and south of us when every condition 
which would go te make our relations to the 
two people, whether of trade, of blood, his- 
tory, origin, aim, and destiny, should eons to 
and warrant such different conclusions 1” 

Not much time was given in which to elab- 
orate the subject of Canandian reciprocity. 
Wher the Tariff bill gets into the House the 
§Muatier will be more fully considered, and Mr. 
Butterworth will set fourth nis views in a well- 
considered speech.

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs held 
a meeting to-day, at which it decided upon the 
policy which will govern it during thia Con- 


gress in the work of building up the navy. This 
is, in brief, that great line-of-battle ships, like 
the English Benbow, should be constructed at 
once. Senators Ohandler and MoPberson, bow- 
ever, are not in accord with the decision 
reached, and majority and minority reports 
will be submitted to the Senate. Senator Stan- 
ford is also not wholly committed to the deci- 
sion reached. 

The Naval Policy Boara, which Secretary Tra- 
cy appointed, made the following recommen- 
dations: 

Ten first-class battle ships, great ordnance, 10,000 
tons each; cost, $56,400,000. 

Three third-class battle ships, great ordnance, 
6.300 to 7,500 tons each; cost, $11,000,000. 

Kight first-class battle shfps, limited ordnance, 
8,000 tons each; cost, $39,890,000. 

Twelve second-class battle ships, limited ord- 
nance, 7,100 tons each; cost, $52,200,000, 

Five third-class battle ships, limited ordnance, 
6,000 tons each; cost, $18,000,0u0. 

Six harbor defense monitors, 4,815 to 6,060 tons 
each; cost, $26,000,000, 

One cruising monitor, 3,800 tons; cost $1,900,000. 

Hieven rams, one of 2,000 and ten 3,500 tons each; 
cost, $19,500,000. 

Nine thin-armored cruisers, 6,250 tons; cost, 
$28,800,000. 

Four first-class 
each; cost, $15,760, 

Ten first-class ” ‘epeumes cruisers, 5,400 tons each; 
cost, $28,000,000. 

Twelve second-class protected cruisers, 3,00U to 
4,500 tons each ; cost, $22,500,000, 

8ix third-class protected cruisers, 1,700 to 3,190 
tons each; cost, $5,500,000. 

Ten-gun Vessels and dispatch boats, $50 to 1,500 
tons each; cost, $4,500,000. 

Sixteen me, pee cruisers, including Vesuvius, 
about 900 tons each; cost, $7,500,000. 

Three torpedo depot artificer ships, 5,000 tons 
each; cost, $6,500,000. 

One bundred and one torpedo boats, 65 tons each; 
cost, $6,585, 000. 

This makes a total of 227 ships, of 610,035 
tons, at a cost of $349,515,000. This includes 
$67,965,000 already expended, and authorizes 
an expenditure of $281,550,000. 

When the committee proceeded to the con- 
sideration of these recommendations the issue 
was raised as to whether or not it would. be 
advisable at this time to begin with the con- 
struction of the immense line-of-battle ships, 
as proposed by the polivy board. Inoluding the 
harbor-defense monitors, there are 44 of these 
vessels, and they would cost $202,490,000, 
while the otber 183 vessels, including the 101 
torpedo boats, would cost only $147,025,000. 
The maintenance of these heavy vessels would 
also be considerable. Lt was purposed to con- 
struct them in order that we might have an 
offensive fighting fleet capable of contending 
with the greatest fleet of any foreign power. 

Senators Chandler and McPherson said that, 
in their opinion, the United States should con- 
tinue its presont policy of building fast cruisers 
like the Baltimore, Boaton, Charieston, and San 
Francisco, and gunboats and torpedo vessels. 
The cost of these vessels was comparatively 
smail, and they would form an unequaled feet 
of commerce destroyers. Tne building of the 
huge line-ot-battle snips should be deferred un- 
til we had a larger number of cruisers, or there 
= some exigency calling for their construc- 
tion. 

On this issue the eommittee divided, the 
Inajority agreeing with the policy board. In 
accordance with this decision Senator Hale 
was instructed to report favorably tue bill in- 
troduced by him some days ago embodying the 
recommendations contained in Secretary 
fracy’s annual report. This provides for 
the building of eight battle snips of 7,500 to 
10,000 tons displacement, two armored coast- 
defense vessels, three gunboats of 800 to 1,200 
— dispiacement, and five first-class torpedo

The SamuelS. Moore & 8ons Company of 
Elizabethport, N. J., have telegraphed to Secre- 
tary Tracy withdrawing their bids on the two 
1,000-ton gunboats and the Naval Academy 
practice vessei. In accordance with the de- 
cision of the Attorney General they will prob- 
ably be allowed to withdraw, as no award had 
yet been made and as it is believed they sub- 
mitted their bids without having full informa- 
tion as to what the cost of building the vessels 
would be. If compelled to take the contracts 
the firm would probably lose money. 

As no other bid forthe practice vessel was 
received, her construction will have to be post- 
poned until Congress makes a larger apprupri- 
ation, or she will have to be built in a navy 
yard. The two_ gunboat contracts will be 
awarded to the Bath Iron Works of Bath, Me.,

Commander E. M, Shepard, who was relieved 
from the command of the Kearsarge on the eve

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OLD HUTCH ROBBED AGAIN 





HE LOSES A VONSIDERABLE 
AMOUNT UF MONEY. 
HIS SETTLING CLERK ABSCONDS WITH 
BETWEEN $25,000 anp $40,000— 
DICKINSON & CO. ALSO ROBBED. 


OHICAGO, Jan. 24.—B. P. Hutchinson, or “Old 
Hutch,” has again been robbed, and one of his 
settling clerks on the Board of Trade is now ia 
Toronto, across the line, the embezzler of an 
amount ranging anywhere from $25,000 to 
$40,000. 

Mr. Hutchinson is not the only victim. W. P. 
Dickinson & Co., another firm on the same floor 
with Hutchinson in the board building, had a 
clerk in their employ, who, it is alleged, was in 
the conspiracy, and Mr. Dickinson is a loser af 
an amount which is variously estimated at from 
$7,000 to $15,000. His clerk, like Hutchinson’s, 
has also taken to his heels, and Mr. Dickxinsen 
says that the two are now together in Toronte. 

The revelations did not come until yesterday. 
Last Tuesday afterneon Dickinson’s clerk, Bert 
King, complained tht he was ill and he went 
home. About the same hour Hutchinson's set- 


tling clerk, whois only known as Stoner, also 
bocame the victim of a very severe attack of 
the grip, and he left, ostensibly for home, That 
Was the lass seen of thetwo. They did not go 
home. 

Yesterday the exposure came. Mr. Dickin- 
son, Who had implicit faith in King, and who 
had given bim full charge of the books, made 
un examination Te his surprise and couster- 
nation the books were mutilated so badly that 
everything was chaos. Thousands of dollars 
were missing, justhow much Mr. Dickinson 
could not say, but an examination shows a def- 
icit for one month alone of $2,500. 

The reports of the defalcation spread with 
great rapidity, and soon Hutchinson was put 
down as being a victim. Aithough Hutchinson 
himeelf could not be found, he having gone to 
his rooms and locked himself in, Mr. Dickinson 
said that tne old gentieman had been bled 
pretty freely, and that the big trader’s losses 
probably exceeded. those of his own three or 
tour times over. 

‘The stealing bas been going on for some time, 
and until the accounts of both firms are set- 
tled there is no way of arriving at the exact 
amount, The plan of operation was simplicity 
itself. Stoner, Hutchinson’s clerk, made out & 
check slip, which passed through the Board of 
Trade Clearing House in the regular way. This 
slip was made out to Dickinson’s firm as payee, 
and represented the sums said to have been 
lost by Hutchinson in the market. Theslip, 
after it passed the Clearing House, fell into the 
hands of Bert King, who “stood in” with 
Stoner, and the checks were cashed, a division 
being made at the end of each deal 

The svening Journal says: * Although the 
young men have succeeded in | aeig their per- 
sons beyond the reach of the law, it is a ques-

y ‘Old Hutch’ has been victimized for 
a period of nearly two years. Most of the men 
who have engineered the scheme are said to be 
operators on the board, who have used certain 
clerks and employes as their tools, and whom 
they managed to pilot off to Canada as soon as 
they had no further use for them or their oper- 
ations began to leak out. There are & number 
of well-known firms whose names are to be 
mixed upin this extraordinary scandal, but it 
is not proper for obvious reasons to make them 
public at this stage.” 





TRIED TO BURN THE VESSEL. 


TEN SAILORS ARRESTED CHARGED WITH 
ARSON, 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 24.—There were placed 
in the steel cell in the United States Marshal's 
office this morning ten sailors who had been 
taken from the bark Jennie Harkness, which was 
docked at the foot of Bainbridge-street this 
morning after an exciting voyage from the 
Philippine Islands. The names of the ten sea- 
men are: Osher Holston, William Shea, John 
Skoolgond, William Hale, C. Jansen, Henrique 
Gonzales, John Hanson, Peter Ingbergaten, I. 
Qarison, Charles Lax. 

The Jennie Harkness is an American bark 
hailing from Camden, Me., of 1,305 tons reis- 
ter. On her outward voyage she sailed from 
Boston to Melbourne, and was chartered on her 
return to bring a cargo of sugar from Manila 
Island to this port. While at anchorin the har- 
bur of Manila she was discovered to be on fire. 
A strong sme!l of burning oil was detected by 
the anchor Watch, and when Capt. Amesbury 
the master of the vessel, was aroused he found 
a sheet of flame passing out of the main hatch 
aud leaping as high asthe mainyard. Hefound 
the flames burning tiercely in the hole, and the 
only thing that could be done was to plug up 
the souppers and let water in through holes in 
the side of the ship. It was fortunately raining 
in torrents at the time, and this, together with 
the Captain’s energy, saved the ship. She bad 
1,116 tons of sugar in her lower hold which had 
not been putin 
erably. 

Alter the fire was extinguished an investiga- 
tion showed that it had been started by sat- 
uratiug some old sugar mats with fish off and 
setiing fire to them between decks on the staa- 
board side amidships. 

Capt. Amesbusy had noticed that some of his 
crew Were inclined to be mutinous, aud when 
the fire started he was satisfied that it was of 
incendiary origin, and that he knew the men 
who were responsible. He waited until the 
vessel Was again under way, and then bad them 
called into his cabin one by one. As each man 
entered he was bound hand and foot, and when 
the Jast had been served in that manner, all the 
prisoners were placed in the hold. 

The vessel anchored off Kaighn’s Point last 
night. Then she was bourded, «nd all the crew 
who were suspected of having @ hand in the 
tire were taken into oustody and brought to 
this city. They were arraigped this afternoon 
before United States Commissioner Eaqwunds. 
Capt. Amesbury related the story of the tire on 
the vessel as given above, and two sailur boys 
testified to naving heard Holston growl about 
tue food furnished them on board the Harkness 
previous to the fire.

NO OCOMPROMISE YET. 
THAT LONG DEAD-LOCK IN IOWA STILL 


UNBROKEN: 


DEs MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 24.—The eleventh day 
of the House dead-lock was a quiet and unevent- 
ful one on the floor. Four ballots were taken for 
temporary Olerk at the morning session, with a 
tie resulting in each case, when the House ad- 
journed until 3 P. M. Upon convening at that 
hour, Mr. Luke (Republican) said thatin con- 
sideration of certain deliberations then pending 
looking to a solution of the present unfortunate 
difficulties, and for the purpose of facilitating 


that result, he moved to adjourn until 10:30 
to-morrow morning. Mr, Hamilton (Democrat) 


dissent. 

The deliberations to which Mr. Luke referred 
are confined entirely to the Republican caucus, 
That body met three times to-day behind closed 
doors. it was the desire of the minority of the 


‘caucus to submit tothe Democrats a proposi- 


tion for temporary organization and give them 
tbe Speaker, who sbali be placed under certain 
Festrictions. He must obligate himself in writ- 
ing to recognize as entitled to seats and votes in 
the House the members whose names now ap- 
pear upon the roll call and made up by the See- 
retary of State; he shall use no partiality in 
recognizing the members of either party on the 
floor, and upon sny question testing the sense 
ot the House on his rulings, the Speaker should 
be deprived of his vote. 

This proposition, if submitted, would have 
been acceptable to the Democrats, but it was 
not advanced. it was flercely debated at the 
morning session of the caucus and was finally 
rejected, but just before the body adjourned a 
reconsideration was obtained. The motion was 
still further discussed at a half-hour’s session 
held during the noon recess, but no conclusion 
was reached, It was agaiu takeu up at another 
caucus meeting, held after the afternoon se6s- 
sion. This was the stormiest meeting that has 
yet occurred. It lasted two hours and resulted 
in the first victory over the Anarchistic ele- 
ment. What is known as the proposition of 
Mr. Coyle of Humboldt County, tormulated 
above, was agreed upon by aclose vote and 
will be submitted to-morrow. It is not known 
what the Democrats will eo, but they will prob- 
ably acceptit. They will, however, caucus on 
it in the morning.

BRAZIL'S NHW BANK. 
A SUBSCRIPTION or $100,000,000 mapE 
IN FOUR HOURS. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Mr. Valente, the Bra- 
zillan Minister here, to-day received the follow- 
ing cablegram from Ruy Barboza, the Brazilian 
Minister of Finance, dated Rio Janeiro, Jan. 
24: 

“The capital for the great national banking 
institution, to be known as the National Bank 
of the United States of Brazil, was subscribed 
to-day within four hours. The capital 1s $100,- 
000,000.”

WLEL’S HONOR, 


PRATT SHOOTS PRESIDENT 
LOUIS L. BROMWELL., 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 24—Louis L. Bromwell, 
President of the California Insurance Company, 
waa shot and badly wounded in his private of- 
fice, on California-street, at 11 o’clock this 
morning by George OC. Pratt, General Agent of 
the company. The shooting caused a great sen- 
sation, as it was at first thought the wound sua- 
tained was mortal. Mr. Bromwell was removed 
to his home, in Oakland, shortly after the shoot- 
ing, and the surgeons attending him state that 
he will probably recover. Pratt was arrested 
and taken to the City Prison. 

In explanation of the shooting Pratt said he 
had recently been sent to Japan by Bromwell, 
and upon returning one week ago received 
from his wife tne confession that she had been 
wronged by Bromwell. He says he afterward 
obtained evidence confirming this. Prior to 
the shooting Pratt and Bromwell were alone in 
the private office of the latter for a quarter of 
an hour, during which Pratt says he charged 
Bromwell with the crime and then shot him. 

Both men are widely known in bus:ness and 
social circles. Pratt was married twenty 
years ago to Miss Bertha C. Hull, who was an 
adopteu child. He came here from Chicago 
several years ago, and for a time was Secretary 
of the Utah Mining Company. He bas two sons,

the oldest about eighteen. SBromwell is 
married, with a family, and has one 
of the finest houses in tne city of 


Oakland. He was probably more widely 
known in insurance circies than any other man 
on the coast. He declined to make any state- 
ment as to the cause leading to the shooting. 
Pratt said that one of his principal reasons for 
his act grew out of the fact that his wife by 4 
reason of ber betrayal has become insane.

ROBBED THE POST OFFICE 


TRAGIO END OF OASHIER 
LOUNSBERRYS OCARKER. 
ONCE TRUSTED OFFICIAL STEALS 
$24,000 FROM THE POST OFFICE SAFE 
AND UPON DETECTION SHOOTS HIM- 
SELF—HE SOUGHT TO SUPPLANT MR. 
PEARSON AS POSTMASTER. 

George H. Lounsberry, cashier of the Post 


Office, put a bulletin his brain at his home in 
Hackensack, N. J., a few minutes after 7

' o’clock last evening, after it had been discov- 
seconded the motion, andit prevailed without | 


ered that he was a defaulter to the extent of 
about $24,000. 

An investigation that may increase or reduce 
this amount, and may involve other employes, 
was set on foot by Postmaster Wan Cott as soon 
as he heard of the tragedy. 

Mr. Van Cott fixed $24,000 as the approxi- 
mate amount of Cashier Lounsberry’s shortage, 
from the fact that the cash on hand on Thurs- 
day evening when Mr. Lounsberry left his 
office amounted to $27,708 70, while yesterday, 
when the safe was opened and examined, but 
$3,000 were found. 

Mr Lounsberry was asomewhat persistent 
candidate for the Postmastership when the re- 
tention of Postmaster Pearson was being dis- 
cussed, and he had a certain backing that led 
him to think that he had some chance of suc- 
cess. Persons who were unfriendly to Mr. 
Pearson thought that in Lounsberry they had a 
strong opposition candidate. Lounsberry did 
not lose hope until the appeintment of Mr. Van 
Cott was announcea, and a very promi- 
nent politician of this city who had 
favered Leunsberry’s candidacy as against 
Mr. Van Cott called on the  Post- 
master only last Monday and told him that 
from the way Lounusberry had been acting he 
regretted very much having supported him, and 
admitted that his appointment would have been 
@ grave mistake. 

The news of the suicide reached Mr, Van Cott 
in his office at 8 o’clock last evening by wire 
from Post Office Inspector Wheeler, who had 
been sent to Hackensack to induce Mr. Louns- 
berry to return to New-York with him and as- 
sist in an investigation of his accounts. 
“T had suspected for a long time,” 
said the Postmaster, that thinga were not 
as they should be in the _ cashier's 
department. In fact, I was but a short time in 
office when I ordered Mr. Lounsberry ta make 


a daily itemized report to me ef every detail of 
the business of bis office. He is obliged to 
make a daily report that is examined and 


passed upon by the A.ditor, Mr. M. Jor- 
dinas, but, as an additional safeguard, 
I required another report to be daily 


handed to me. From the cashier’s habits of 
conviviality and his neglect of business [ finally 
became so dissatisfied that I decided to appoint 
my Own gon, Riehard Van Cott, to the position, 
which is one of pecuilar responsibility, and the 
change Was to have been made to-day. I uirect- 
ed Mr. J. M. Wood, who is in charge of the ap- 
polintments, to notify Mr. Lounsberry that his 
resignation would be accepted.” 


LOUNSBERRY ASKED TO RESIGN. 

Here Mr. Van Cott requested Mr. Wood, Su- 
perintendent of the registry department, who 
had acted under his instructions in the matter, 
to continue the narrative, and he sald: 


“| notified Mr. Lounsberry on Thursday iast 
that the Postmaster had decided to make a 
change and desired bis resignation. © ap- 
peared to acquiesce, and asked when the trans- 
fer was to be wade. I told him that Mr. Rich- 
ard Van Cott would take charge on Friday 
evening, and he promised to be on hand and 


turn over his books, accounts, and cash 
to his successor. At the opening of busi- 
ness yesterday Mr. lLounsberry failed to 


aapear at the office, and us no one except he 
aud Assistant Cashier E. H. Leetch, who was 
sick at his home in Jersey City, had the com- 
bination of the safe, I sent for Mr. Leetch ana 
with him opened the safes in the presence of 
Mr. T. J. Jurdenas and T. ©. Moran, aasistant 
cashiers in the office. 

** Usually the money 1s placed in such a posi- 
tion that it is exposed te view the moment the 
safe 1s Opened, andas [saw no money in the 
usual place 1 immediately notified the Poat- 
master, Who was at lunch, that something was 
wrong. After making an juspection of the 
safe he sent me to Hackensack to see Mr. 
Lounsberry and induce him tv visit the office. 
I found the casndier at his home in 
a@ great state of mentalexcitement. He walked 
about the room geasticulating wildly, aud 
though heexpressed himself as satistied to sur- 
renvuer the ottice and make the transfer to his 
successor, I could not get him to taik collectediy 
of the sLurtage in his cash. 

*T told him we had opened the safe and could 
find no money, and to this he made the excuse, 
which I knew to be false, taat it was in an 
inner compartment, to which no one but him- 
self had the combination. 


ASKED ABOUT THE MISSING MONBY. 
“Theo,” said Mr. Wood, and this was the 
most pitiful scene of all, “his wife hugged and 
pleaded with him to tell herif his accounts 
were all right. She used the most tender 
caresses to quiet her excited husband and get 


him to make some coherent statement, but he 
threw ber off, went up stairs to his bedroom, 
and refused to see or speak to me again. | 
accordingly retuaned to the city, and at 5 
o’clock reported the facts to the Postmuster.” 

Postmaster Van Cott now saw that something 
must be done immediately, and he dispatoned 
Post Oftice Inspectors Wheeler, Hartshorn, and 
Morris to Hackensack with instructions to 
bring Mr. Lounsberry to New-York at any haz- 
ard. As Post Office Inspectors they had the 
power to arrest him without awarraut. Before 
they reached Hackensack the cashier had shot 
himself, 

*T reached his house afew moments after 7 
o’cleck last evening,’ said Inspector Wheeler, 
*‘and as I stood at the door waiting to be ad- 
Initted @ Man rushed wildly out of the house 
and requested me to go for a doctor immediate- 
jy, as Mr. Lounsaberry bad shot bimeself. I de- 
clined, and went up stairs, where I saw the 
cashier lying on a bed with his clothes on and 
bleeding profusely from a pistol shot wound 
in the temple. His wife was nearly distracted 
with grief and [tad nothing to do but return to 
the city. Leaving my associates to guard the 
room and the house, [ took the 7:46 train for 
New-York, having firat telegraphed the Post- 
master 0! the sad occurrence.” 


THE SUICIDE.'! 

Mr. Lounsberry shot himself at 7:10 o’clock 
while alone in his room. The wound was fatai, 
his physicians not believing it possible that he 
could live through the night. He had been for 
the last six months a suffererfrom neuralgia 


and inflammatory rheumatism, and when it was 
generally known throughout the town that Le 
had shot bimself his action was ascribed to 
physical afflictions. 

When it was known that the real cause was 
an apparently unvarnisbed theft from the Post 
Office the night before, he was declared to be 
insane, his fellow-town folk refusing to believe 
that a man whose life among them had been so 
apparently free from blame should have com- 
mitted such acrime in his right mind. 

Ithad been Mr. Lounsberry’s exprass desire 
that he should not be disturbed by visitors 
during the day. He told his wife that he would 
not goto the city yesterday morning because 
he was sgulfering from inflauimatory rheu- 
mutism. There was no indication that he had 
made up kis mind to the desperate act which he 
afterward comumitted. When suttering from 
rheumatism it had been previously his wish 
that his daughter Georgie should be with him, 
and Mrs. Lounsberry, because of this, kept her 
trom school yesterday. Mr. Lounsberry aid 
not, however,seew to care to have his daughter 
near him. He ate little, declaring that he was 
in prone pain, and throughout the afternoou he 
exhibited a morvseness Which was strangely out 
of keeping witn his habitual cheerfulness. 

When Mr. Ruasell, a frieud from this city and 
Mr. Huftman, his partner in a@ business enuter- 
prise, called on him about supper time, he ap- 
peared to be exeGedingly disheartened. He is 
autd twhave remarked taat he would be obliged 
“to resixu; that Van Cott was after his posi- 
tion to give to some one else.” He rafused to 
eat anything for supper and when Mrs. Louns- 
Derry wentto his rvomin the rear of the second 
floor to ask him how be leit, he repiied that he 
was feeling better and that as she had decided 
to run in aod see a friendly neignbor, she bad 
best do so—he would get along all right, Mrs. 
Lounsberry taking him at his word went out to 
makeacall. It was bot half an bour after this 
that Mr. Ruseell, who was seated in the dpaw- 
ing room, heard a faint report and something 
like agroan. Heran upstairs, and there tc his 
horror found Mr. Lounsberry lying acrosa the 
bed, a 38-calibre revolver still clutched in his 
hand and a buliet wound in his right tempie. 
Mrs. Lounsberry, Dr. Charlies F. Adams, ana 
Dr, St. Jolin, the family physician, were at once 
sulD mMoned. 

When the physicians appeared it was deter- 
wined that Mr. Lounsberry bad nochance for 
life. The wound in his temple was so serious 
that it was only a question of a few houré whsn 
he would expire, Eflorts were mado te restore 


lea So cousciousnesa, but witheut success, 











bullet had lacerated the brain to such an ex- 
tent that there was a flow from the wound. At 
midnight he was barely alive. 


LOUNSBERRY’S PRIVATE AFFAIRS. 
Besides the position he held in the Post Office 
Mr. Lounsberry was engaged with Theodore 
P. Huffman, one of his bondsmen, in a lucrative 
hay and feed business 6n West Thirty-fourth- 


street, near Eleventh-avenue, and from 
this his friends say that he drew 
a protit of about $25,000 a year. 
So far no one knows what has )»be- 


come of the money he took, though seme 
hint at Wali-street speculations while others 
say it may have been used in extending his pri- 
vate business. 

To-day Mr. Lounsberry’s family and partner 
will make an examination of his papers, and It 
is hoped that some light may be thrown on this 
extraordinary embezzlement. Lounsberry had 
frequently boasted of the prosperity of his 
feed business, but his summoning of his partner 
and, following a conference with him, bis last 
desperate act may prove that his boasted pros- 
perity was mythical. 

Whatever else is the resultof his death, be 
leaves @ young wife and three very charming 
children in the depths of despair. 

His history im the quiet town which he chose 
for hia home was very uneventful. He went 
there about seven years ago with his first wife, 
a very quiet and ladylike person, whose family 
lived on Jersey City Heights. They, with their 
two children, Georgie and Frank, now aged re- 
spectively sixteen and twelve years, boarded at 
the Mansion Housein Main-street. They lived 
there for twoanda half years, and when the 
proprietor of the place removed asbort dis- 
tance away and opened the Hackensack Hotel 
they went with bim and remained about a 
year, until Mre. Lounsberry died. He con- 
tinued to board at this place with his children 
until about three years ago,when he remarried, 
his choice being a young lady of this city. 
When they returned from a brief wedding trip 
they rented the oid Voorbis mansion, in Main- 
street, near the Sysquebanna and Western 
Railway station. It is owned by the Gradin 
estate, and rents for $600. While there is 
considerable ground around the house 
anc tbe structure itself is a wide- 
spreading frame building displaying a wide 
extent of portico with a large stable in the rear 
of the plot, it is by no means pretentious in 
comparison with other Hackensack houses, 
Mr. Lounsberry bought @ horse, paying some 
$200 for it, and with this Mrs. Lounsberry 
drove a modest-looking little phaeton. Abouta 
year and a half ago he sold this horse and ve- 
hicle, and since bas walked the short distance 
between the station and his house. 

Personally. Mr. Lounsberry was well liked by 
the townspeople with whom he came in sontact. 
He was koown to be a particularly rigid Repub- 
lican, working enthusiastically at the polls 
even while he hela the position of cashier 
under the Democratic Administration. Last 
eleotion he worked harder than ever, it is saia, 
and was disposed to congratulate pimself that 
he had reduced by some 50 votes the over- 
whelming Democratic majority by his idi- 
vidual efforts. 

While he attended Christ’s Protestant Chureh, 
the rector of which is the Rev. W. W. Holly, he 
was not acommunicant. Mre, Lousberry was, 
however. Lounsberry had the reputation in 
Huckensack of being economical. It was known 
that he had a large feed store in this city and 
did business with Theodore P. Huftman, under 
the firm name of Theodore P. Huttman & Co., 
and at the time it was known that his salary 
had been reduced from $3,000 to $2,600 the 
general comment was, ‘‘Oh he’s allright. He’s 
got his feed business.” In connection with 
this, it was said that he was interested in a 
similar store in Hackensack which burned last 
Autumn, 


HIS STEALINGS OF RECENT DATE. 

It is believed that Lounsberry’s stealings in 
the Post Office were of very recent date. On 
Dec. 31 the entire Post Office, incbuding the 
Cashier’s department, was examined by of- 
ficials from Washington, and the accounts 
of all the departments were found to be 
correct. Since then the cashier has made 
daily deposits of moneys in his hands 
in the Sub-Treasury and has also been 
required to make a& daily report 
to the Auditor and Postmaster, and though 
from his alleged dissipation much fault was 
found with him, bis accounts always balanced. 
Here is the last report he made to Mr. Van 
Cott. It is dated Thursday, Jan. 24, and is 
signed as correct by Auditor Jardines:

LOUNSBERRY’S OFFICIAL RECORD. 

Mr. George H. Lounsberry is an old and 
heretofore a trusted employe of tne Post Oflica 
He had been employed in the Custom House 
under ex-Postmaster Thomas I James when 
the latter was a Deputy Collector, and when 


appointed Postmaster he took Mr. Lounsberry 
with him and wade bim assistant eashier under 
the then cashier, Mr. Harnoy Major. 

Nine years ago Mr. Major was retired for 
failing health, and naturally Mr. Lounsberry 
succeeded him. His salary was originally 
$4,000, but was afterward reducet to 
$3,000, and a _ still further reduction to 
$2,600 was made last July ander the Post 
Ottice Classification act. He is about forty-five 
years of age, and is the son of Louis Louns- 
verry, a Well-known citizen of Hamilton County. 

On July 2 last Mr. Lounsberry was called to 
renew his bonds, and the following gentiemen 
justified for him in the sum of $50,000: Thomas 
bP. Hoffman, $20,000; Edgar Washburn of Cats- 
kill, N. Y., $15,000, and John Moonan of 413 
West Twenty-tirst-street, $15,000. 


ONE OF THE BONDSMEN IS SURPRISED. 

Mr. John Moonan, one of Lounsberry’s bonds- 
men, was seen last evening at his residence, 
413 West Twenty-first-street. He was greatly 
surprised when informed of the alleged defal- 
cation aud subsequent suicide of Lounsberry, 


and anxiously inquired for the details of 
the transaction. Mr. Mooran said he 
knew almost nothing regarding Louns- 
berry and had never seen him over 


adozen times. He wenton his bond as a per- 
sonal favor to a mutual friend, who was alse on 
the bund, a Mr. Edgar Washburn, a large 
commission merchant of Livingston Station, in 
the county of Columbia. 

“Well,” said Mr. Moonan, ‘*$15,000 don’t 
grow on every busd, but we'll have to make it 
up some way,” and with that puilosophical 
cunclusion be closed the conversation. He was 
on Lounaberry’s bond for $15,000. 


COMMISSIONER SHIELDS APPEARS. 
Postmaster Van Cott, alter he had taken such 
immediate steps as he deemed to be necessary 
in the emergency, telegraphed for United States 
Commissioner Shields, who arrived from his 


home in 3rookiyn at the Post Office at 
9 o'clock last evening. He nad a long 
consultation with the Postmaster, and 


advised that Inspector Wheeler be immediately 
sent to Hackensuck with lnstructions to sue out 
a search warrant before a Justice of tha Peace 
and make a thorough search of the house of the 
defaulting cashier in the hupe of recovering 
some of the money if it has not been made 
away with. 

Aftera statement to the Commissioner by the 
Postmaster of the'affairs of the cashier's office, 
the former alsv advised that warrants be issued 
for certain other employes who are suspacted 
either of haying purticlpated in the robberies of 
the cashier or of having had a knowledge of 
luis pecuiations. These warrants will be issued 
this worning.

HURLED THROUGH THE AIR 


A TREMENDOUS EXPLOSION OF 
NATURAL GAS. 
HOUSES IN COLUMBUS DESTROYED, 
SIX PEOPLE KNOWN TO HAVE BEEN 
KILLED AND MANY INJURED. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 24.—Columbus was vis- 
ited by a calamity to-day tne like of which she 
has never before Known. At 5 o’clook, when 
the streets were full of people, an alarm of fire 
was turued in at the corner of High and Main 
streets. Naturally there was a rush to the 
soene of the fire, which wasin an allay on the 
west side of High-street. It was at once dis- 
covered that the entire front of a brick real- 
dence had been blown out and several of the 
inmates injured. It was reperted that the ox- 
plosion was that of benzine, and little thonght 
was paid to the matter, as no one had been 
seriously injured. 

The people took refuge in another awelliug 
across the street, and there was where the 
greatest catastrophe occurred. The fire was 
almost under control, the peopie were standing 
around laughing and talking, a lad waa proudly 
holding a toam of Fire Department boraea in 
the alley, and a patrol wagon was standing Mly 
near the seene. Ibe alley was crowded with 
lookers-on, many of whem were turni to go 
home. Atjthat moment a territio explosion rent 
the air. A sheet of flame burst from the buiid- 
ing at the northwest corner of Noble and Wall 
alleys, a great mass of bricks, beams, and stone 
that thirty seconds before had constituted a 
two-story brick building were flying with ter: 
ritic Sores through the air—tnen, the quiet of 
death. 

But foronly a moment wasit quiet. Palii 
trembling women tottered across the alley an 
Streets moaning or shrieking. Men with fore- 
heads and shoulders drabbied with blood stag- 
gered from among the débris. A woman 6na- 
veloped in a sheet of flame, oareheaded and 
frenzied, ran shrieking from the house across 
the alley. Aman dashed off his overcoat and 
Tanto throw it around her. A flremaa who 
held the nozzic of a hose saw her danger and 
turned the stream on her. It knocked her down, 
bat saved ner life, extinguishing the flames. 
She was lifted from the ground and hurried inte 
a neighboring house. Every inck of elothing 
had been burned from herdown to her wast. 
Her name was Pet Merritt. 

An old man was dug from the ruins and hur- 
ried toa place where medical assistance could 
be given him. His frosty beard was covered 
with blood and he seemed to be in a dying con- 
dition. But saddest of all, a teariess motber, 
with her heart frozen by fear and grief, stag- 
gered from the ruins holding tight vo her heart 
the seemingly lifeless 


her three- 
months’-old babe. 

Tne explosion, as near as can be ascertained, 
resulted from an accumultation of natural gad 
in the cellar of the heuse oceupied by Michael 
Bowers and Mrs. Marrott at 35 West Nobie- 
alley. No natural gas pipes were ever put into 
that house, but the cause of the explosion was 
@ natural gas main in Noble-aliev which ieaked. 
The ground was frozen, and the gas, seeking its 
way oul, went by the easiest way, and, of 
course, entered the cellar. It has no scent, and 
its presence could not be detected. It saturated 
the buildings; the pipes were evidently negli- 
gently packed at that locality, and many 
leaks were left. From these leaks gae es 
caped and filled the cellars, and the dead- 
ly fumes only Deeded tie element of fire 
to Set them in rullforce. The force of the ex- 
plosion in the Marrott and Bowers house took a 
westerly and northerly direction, and scattered 
bricks snd jumber and lathing for a distance of 








form of 


200 feet. The side of the Marrott house was 
blown out and the roof, freed from tts sw) rt, 
fell over and laid in an almost entire conditica, 


hanging from the top of the house to the yard 
below. 

The gas, after doing its terrible work on the 
south side of Noble-ailey, leaped overto the 
north side of the alley and completely de- 
stfoyed the house at 34 West Nobile, oceupied 
by Euward Otstot and Mr. James. This house 
is constructed like the one opposite, belng a 
one-and-a-half-story brick, with three rooms 
down andtwo up stairs. There the terribie 
force of the exploded gas was shown. Every- 
thing was blown tochips. A force of workmen 
at work for a week could not reduce the house 
to kindling wvod so thoroughly as did this ex- 
plosion in one short moment. The explosion 
was upward, as bricks, doors, window saahes, 
lathing, siding, &c., were piled in a heap all 
about the building and enly a dezen feet from 
it. The house shot up and parted hike a piece 
of fireworks, falling back as do the sparks from 
a rocket.

Charles Barry was 
dashed frem its mother’s arms by the foree ef 
the explosion, and as the baby’s body strack the 
pavement the wheels of a Fire partment 
wagon passed Over its neck and crushed its lit- 
tle life out. 

Itis believed that there are other victims of 
the disaster in the ruina) Dr. D. K. Wissinger, 
who was in the house atirending a sick person, 
was badly injured and is not expected to live 
through the night. Probably not leas than 
sixty persons were injured, some being burned 
about the hands and face, while others wera 
a through the street and covered with 
aébris.

The bulk of the stock as indicated by cables 
just received here was largely subscribed tor in 
Ireland, notably in Belfast and Dublin. The 
compeny Was brought out in England under 
the personal supervision of Messrs, H. 
Strauss and Jacob 8. Rosenthal, two well- 
known and prominent attorneys of this clty.

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DEFINITE AOTION ON IT IN: 
ALBANY DEFERRED. 

iT I3 INTRODUCED IN BOTH HOUSES 

AND IN EACH ITS IMMEDIATE PAs- 
SAGE IS VIGOROUSLY OPPOSED. 


ALBANY, Jan, 24.—The World’s Fair. bill was 
introduced im both houses of the Legisiaturs 
to-day. Inthe Senate Mr. Lispenard Stewart, 
the Republican Senator from New-York, was its 
sponsor. In the Assembly the bill was handled 
by Mr. William F. Sheehan of Buffalo, the Dom_ 
ooratic leader. Both gentlemen tried to put the 
bill through to-day and send it to the Governor, 
butin each house the motion ran axainst a 
solid wallof Platt men, who had plainly been 
instructed from New-York what to do when 
the bill appeared. 

Tho arguments of one house were applied in 
the other. To those who looked beyond the 
immediate present it was only too apparent 
that the delay fought for by the Platt men in 
both houses was more forthe purpose of sus- 
taining the position taken long ago by Mr. 
Platt thatit was inexpedient for any Repub- 
lican Legislature to vote a largé sum of money 
to be used in New-York City during a Presiden- 
tial vear so long as all its departments are con- 
trolled by Tammany Hall. 

The objectors to the immediate consideration 
of the billin the Senate were Mr. Hendrioks of 
Syracuse, the personal representative of United 
States Senator Hiscock, and Senator Fassett, 


the personal representative of Mr. Platt, In 
the House the objectors were Hamilton Fish, 
Jn, and Le Roy Andrus of Buffalo, Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Cities. The 
gxeneral objection to passing the bill to-day was 
that the members had not had _ time 
to read it, and that the responsibility 
was too great for them to vote on a measure 
with whose contents they were ignorant. When 
the Legislature adjourned, to meet on Monday 
night, ne bill stood in this shape: In the Senate 
it was in possession of tbe World’s Fair Com- 
mittee on the order of third reading, and billet- 
ed for a hearing on Tuesday afternoon at 
o’closk; in the Assembly it was on the order of 
second reading, and in that orderis to be con- 
sidered on Monday bight, with the understand- 
ing that it will then be ordered toa third read- 
ine. 

The bill was brought to Albany by Mr. W. E. 
D. Stokes, who had hoped to bave it pass both 
houses and signed by Gov. Hill before he re- 
turned to New-York. Mr. Stokes did not appear 
to be grievously disappointed over the result. 

“The bill was only perfected last night,” he 
said to Tur TIMEs’s correspondent, ‘and I had 
teran te get the midnight train in order to 
have the bill here to-day. 1 understand thor- 
oughly the cause of the opposition to jt, and 
why the members want to study the pill before 
they vote on it. Thatis allright. Ido not be- 
lieve the opposition displayed to-day ia factious 
or influenced by politics one way or the other, 
but that itia due to the honest conviction to 
have the bill carefully and deliberately exam- 
Ined before itis sent to the Governor, From 
the assurances I have received I am confident 
the bill wilt be a law by the end of next week.” 

Yhere was just a suspieion around Albany 
this evening that the delay in handling the bill 
to-day was due to Mr. Platt’s desire to knew 
whether Congress would change the date of the 
exposition from 1892 to 1893, that if Congress 
should consent to that change then the Legislat- 
ure will pass the bill immediately. But on the 
contrary, if Congress refrains from altering the 
date, the Legislature will keep the bill in its 
clutches, Ia other words, the passage or the bill 
depends altogether on what Congress decides 
to do with the date. 

In handing up the bill Senator Stewart ob- 
served: “Mr. President, I have the honor to 
introduce the Worla’s Fair bill, It is a measure 
that greatiy affects the city of New-York. 
Every honor that belongs to that city belongs 
lo the State, The fate of New-York depends 
upen the action of the Legislature. The 
promptest action is necessary. The rivalry be- 
tween New-York, Washington, and Cnicago for 
the honor of holding the fair is so sharp that 
unless the Legislature eoncludes to pass this 
bili expeditiously the result to New-Yorkjmight 
be calamitous. [ ask that the bill be ordered to 
a third reading and then be put on its final 
passage.” 

“Ts there objection?” asked Lieut. Gov. Jones. 
“T am afraid [ shall have to object to that 

proposition,” said Senator Frank Hendricks, 
“No Benator bas had a chance to read or ex- 
amine this bill, and it calls for the expenditure 
of a large sum of money.” He suggested that 
it be referred to the World’s Fair Comwittee 
and be given a hearing on Tuesday afternoon, 
and that the committee report it Wednesday 
morning. 

“T hope,’ exclaimed Senator Captor, “ that 
the Senate wil! proceed to immediate action op 
this bill, and that its progress be not delayed. 
Senator Stewart points out the sharp competl- 
tion that exists between Washington, Chicago, 
and New-York. I am informed by the gentie- 
Taun who brings this bili to Albany that unless 
immediate action is taken there is the 
greatest danger that New-York will lese 
the fair. This bill that we ‘are called 
upon to pass was prepared atter the 
most careful deliberations by the most 
representative men of all shades of political 
opinion, trades, professious, and business. It 
has received the unanimous assent of the New- 
York City authorities. I am _ willing to stay 
here till 6 o’clock to-night and debate it, section 
by section, until we are ready to pasa 1t, Any 
great objection to this bill to-day will eudanger 
New- York’s chances for getting the fair. Every 
fevator from New-York demands the imme- 
diate passage of this bill. I hope it will not be 
delayed.” 

Senator Fassett could not understand tne 
“indecent haste’ which was displayed in hav- 
ing the bill brought before the Senate in the 
shape in whichit was. There was not a Sena- 
tor who had read tbe bili, or who understood 
one of its provisions, He charged that the 
people who drew the bill had treated the Leg- 
jalature indifferently by demanding, after they 
had bad it under consideratien for three 
months, “for usto give :ta formal ratification 
without consideration or examination.” He 
had read Gov. Hil’s objections to the billfrom 
a constitutional standpoint, and on this subject 
he remarxed: “We want to know now what 
the Governor will do with this bill. Is there 
any one on thia flcor prepared to say he will 
sien it to-day if we pass it?” 

The prima facie evidence, he admitted, was 
in favor of the bill. He ventured to say that 
there was not aSenator on the floor who wanted 
totake the contents of the billfor granted. 
Senators certainly were entitled to examine it 
carefally, deliberately, and thoroughly, because 
the responsibility foc action would not fall upon 
ths people who drew the billif there was any- 
ibing wrong about it, but upon the legislators 
who voted for it If by some errorthe bill 
should ve ingomplete or one wrong word should 
be found in It, or if the slightest error should 
bappen to have crept into it, whata magniti- 
cent opportusity woula be afforded the Gov- 
ernor of tae State to administer to the Legis- 
lature one of his old-faspioned lectures with 
which most of them were familiar! “ I have no 
intention,’ be said, * unreasonably to detain 
this bil). It can be discussed in committees on 
Tuesday, reported on Wednesday, and the 
rubicon will then be passed.” He again con- 
tended that the gentiemeu who had this billin 
cbarge had not treated the Legislature fairly. 

“{ saw the bill printed in the New-York 
papers ten days ago,” he said. “The gen- 
tleman who brings tne bill up here tells me 
that many material changes have been made. 
Who mado these changes! I charge that this 
bill has just been licked into shape and that it 
has beak sent here within tou hours from the 
lime it was perfected and yet we are expected 
to act upon it immediately.” 

Senator Stewart admitted it was true that the 
bili bad only been perfected last night, but be 
explained it was practically the bill as originally 
drawn except in eertain modifications which had 
been madgs by the eminent legal gentlemen who 
had charge of drafting it. ‘‘The bill has been 
modified andagain modified,” he said, ‘until 
now it meets With the unanimous approval of 
the committee.” He regretyed tosee that its 
passage was obstructed, and moved thatit be 
referred to the World’s Fair Comittee, 
printed, retaining ite place on the order of 
third reading and that the committee be in- 
structed to report on Wednesday. 

Mr. [ves moved as an amendment that the 
Senate then go into Committee of the Whole on 
the bill. 

Senator Saxten opposed this motion. It was 
impossible, be said, to act on this bill to-day. 
He waa decidedly in favor of having the World’s 
Fair ge to New-York City. ‘I cannot under- 
stand,” he observed, *‘why, after all this delay 
in our receiving the Ddill,ssuch haste should be 
demanded pow In passing it. We have been 
here three weeks, and have had abundance of 
time to consider it, and certainly the World’s 
Fair Committee has haa plenty of time to pre- 
pare it. LT ecannot coneeive why there should be 
such precipitate haste demanded now when we 
haven't had a moment to discuss the bill on its 
merits,” : 

Senator Cantor again took the floor, and said: 
“J presume every Senator is ia favor of having 
the Worid’s Fair go tu the eity of New-York. I 
have beard a rumor repeatedly that a move- 
mept was on foot to postpone the fair till 1893. 
T hope that rumor is not true. We ought to 
pass this bill before we adjourn to-day. Delays 
are always dangerous, and a delay on this bill 
at this time will produce a very bad effect 
against New-York. ‘the impression in Washing- 
ton wili be that New-York’s Legislature favors 
Gelaytng the fair.” On the matter of drafting 
the bill, he said that the men who prepared it 
kpew a great deal more about the subject than 
did the Senators. They were better taformed 
on the subject, and had had more time to work 
on it than the Senate could possibly have by 
Wodnesday. “I believe,” be said, “the bill 
ought to be read through now. If it is the same 
bill that I have seen, I can’t imagine any eection 
that neéds improvement, modification, or alter- 
ation. To delay action till next week will

00%.’ 


‘““Who prepared the bill? Can the Senator 
give m6 the name of {the man who drew it?” 
asked Senator Saxton. 

“TIT can only say,” returned Mr. Roesch, “that 
the men whose namesI have read would not 
send a bill here unless they knew exactly what 
it was, nor would ngs | give their approval to 
any measure unless it was proper, just, and 
constitutional.” He was grieveg to see this 
sudden display of tender solicitude on the part 
of Senators in the State at large for the city of 
New-York, It was an encouraging sign, how- 
ever, and he only — that they would always 
edge the same tender solicitude in the future 
‘or New-York City on other matters of taxation 
that may come before this body. Ordinarily 
these Senators are only too willing to vote away 
New-York City’s money, particularly when the 
city protests against that kind of action, butin 
this case, he observed, ironically, it was amus- 
ing to ses these same Senators obstruct the pas- 
sage of a billin which the entire city of New- 
York is interested and which the great bulk of 
the people of New-York City demands. 

Ives’s motion that the bill be sent to the 
Comuittee of the Whole was voted down, 10 to 
17, as follows:

Senator Stewart’s motion that the bill be re- 
ferred to the Committee on the World’s Fair, 
thavit be ordered to a third reading and printed. 
retaining its place on the order of third read- 
ing, was carried, and Senator Irwin announced 
that a hearing would be taken on 1t on Tuesday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock in the Senate Chamber. 
scene similar to that In the Senate occurred 
in the Assemb!y when Mr. Sheehan took the 
floor with the bill in his Land. He said: 

“‘This is the World’s Fair bill which has been for 
quite 4 number of days under the consideration of 
all the members of the World’s Fair Committee and 
of the city authorities, It was finally agreed upon 
late yesterday afternoon by the Executive Commit- 
tee, which consists of Mr. Depew, Mr. Whitney, 
Mr. Root, aud other distinguished gentle- 
men. Il have oarefully read it since its 
arrival in Albany, and ean find no _ con- 
stitutional or other objection to it. That 
that sub-committee passea a_ resolution that 
the bill should be introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Stewart of New-York, and in this House by my- 
self. I had no desire to introduce such a bill, but 
when such a representative body of gentlemen 
makes suchta request I cheerfully acquitsce. 

“The bill does not tax the “Ey of the State one 
doliar. Not a farthing shall be taken from the 
state Treasury. All of the money will be furnished 
by the city of New-York. If there should be any 
objection to the bill, such objection shonli thus 
come from the city of New-York and not from any 
other part of the State. If the reading of the bill 
gives rise to no objection to it, I will request its 
immediate passage, for the simple reason that Con- 
gress, and especially New-York State’s representa- 
tives in it, are waiting anxiously to hear what 
the Legislature will do, The advocates of 
the claims of other cities are making all 
sorts of arguments, some truco and some untrue, 
to defeat New-York’s claims. It is charged that 
the Legislature has not moved in the matter; that 
is true, but 1t is only fair tosay thatit is not our 
fault. No measure has been presented for us to 
aot upon, but now Congressmen Belden and Flower 
have telegraphed that if New-York is to have the 
fair the Legislature must act atonce, Delay means 
dangerand the loss of the fair to New-York City, 
and in the imterest in this matter the city of New- 
York means the State of New-York.” 

Mr. Fish, the leader of the Republicans, said: 
“The precedent which the gentleman from Erie 
is attempting to make is a dangerous one, and I am 
giad that the notion did not comefrom any gentle. 
man of the majority. The delay in this matter does 
not come from this House. This Houses has com. 
mitted itself to the fair by action taken unanimous. 
ly. Itis not fair to sav that we have stood in the 
way of any progress, If the gentleman wishes to 
force action on this wg to-day he should let the 
House have a fulland free discussion. We should 
not be tied up with the previous question. We 
should go into the Committee of the Whole on it.”” 
Mr. de Peyster took the ground that the bill 
would have to be ameuded to make the date 
1892 specific. 

* Would it not be a good scheme to drop the 
name ot one of the incorporators from the bill— 
I mean the newly-elected Senator from Ohio, 
Col. Brice ?” asked Mr. Fish. 

Mr. Whipple asked Gen. Husted to let the 
House know exactly how the bill stood. 

“Phe bill has been formally introduced and 
read for information, and Mr. Sheehan desires 
that it be considered as having had its second 
reading.” 

“On, no!” interposed Mr. Andrus. ‘This is 
a great auestion. It affects the interests not 
only of the State, but of the Nation. This bill 
gives great, almost omnipotent, power to the 
Commissioners. The House should go slow. 
Why, it allows the Controller of New-York to 
issue bonds, and it empowers this commission 
to take ground not only for the fair but for 
Other purposes! Under this bill there is noth- 
ing to prevent the Commissioners from taking 
the whole of the upperend of Manhattan Isl- 
and.’ 

“IT do not propose to go into the merits of 
the bill,” said Mr, Sheehan. ‘I know as little 
ofit asany other member. Iam free to con- 
fess my ignorance, but lam willing totake the 
good judgment of the distinguished gentlemen 
who prepared tie bill as to its constitutionallty, 
I am willing to submit to — 

“We're not,” retorted Mr, Andrus, 

“Tt appears,” continued Mr. Sheehan, ‘‘as if 
we are not able to pass the bill to-day. Now, is 
there any objection to have it read the second 
time, to have it printed and placed in the mem- 
bers’ files and made a special order for Monday 
evening, and then read the third time ?” 

Mr. Fish asked if that concession were 
allowed, if a free and full discussion would be 
given to the members. 

‘**Assuredly.” returned Mr. Sheehan. ‘No 
one ou this side will move the previous ques- 
tion. Qur reason for hastening this matter is 
because on Tuesday it will come up in Con- 

ress, and We want to let the people in Wash- 

ngton see What enthusiasm there is here and 
what the State is willing to do for the fair.” 

Speaking for the majority, Mr. Fish disclaimed 
any intention of impeding tbe bill’s progress. 
* All we want,” he said, “is time to read and 
study it All we want is fair play and a chance 
for a free and oven discussion, I do not see why 
we should uot agree upon some modus 
operandi.”’ 

Mr. Deyo of Broome threw in an objection to 
Mr. Sbeehan’s proposition. In awatter of such 
importance he did not see the wisdom in voting 
fora bill which they knew nothing whatever 
about, 

There was more random firing, but eventually 
Mr, Sheehan’s proposition was accepted with 
the understanding that a full and free discus- 
sion would be allowed.

THE BILL AS IT NOW STANDS. 

On comparing the text of the bill with that of 
the original act published early this month 
some notable changes will befound. Section 5 
is amended after the second paragraph as fol- 
lows: 

Before entering on the performance of their 
duties said Commissioners (Board of Exhibition) 
shall severally, within ten days after being notified 
80 todo by the Mayor of said city, take and subscribe 
before the Mayor of said city, or other person 
authorized to administer oaths, the oath of offico 
required py the Constitution of this State, and file 
the same in the office of said Mayor. In case of the 
failure of any of said Commissioners soto do, he 
shall be deemed to havo vacated his office, and the 
Vancancy 80 created shall be filled inthe manner 
hereafter provided for in such cases. It shall have 
power to fill vacancies in itsown membership, and 
Inay provide for an Executive Committee, which, 
a ge to the rules and regulations of the board, 
shall have power to act 1n its stead when it is not iu 
session. 

A majority of said board shall constitute a quo- 
rum for the transaction of business, unless said 
board shall otherwise provide in and by its rules. 

The Commissioners herein named shall serve 
until the lst day of January, 1896, and until their 
successors areappointed; such successors shall be 
appointed by the Mayor of the city of New-York 
pon shall serve for terms of five years, respect- 
ively. ~ 

Section 6 remains as before, with this addition 
to the last paragraph after the word years, “ or 
any other interest 48 taken, and said board may 
from time to time make and file supplemental 
maps, pjans, and profiles of additional lands 
selected by it for the purposes of this act.” 

Section 7 is practically new. It reads: 


The Boara of Street Opening and Improvement 
of said city may authorize said Board of Commia- 
gioners’, upon such terms and for such period as 
said Board of Street Opening and Improvement 
shall specity, to inclose such portions of any streets 
or avenues in said city as may be bounded on either 
side by lands acquired either in fee or for a term 
of years under the provisions of this act, or the 
use of which is hereby authorjzed, and to use and 
employ the same during such period for the pur- 
poses of this act, Should said Board of Commis- 
sioners determine that any portion of the Jand 
included within any street or avenue sbould 


be permanently taken for the purposes of 
this act, such IJand = shall be indicated 
upon the to be made 


maps authorized 
and filed under the sixth section of this act, and 
upon the consent thereto of the Board of Street 
Opening and Iinprovement being first given, all 
the right, title, and interest in, upon, or over the 
same, other than that of the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commonalty of the city of New-York, may be ac- 
quired in any proceedings takon to acquire title to 
lands under the provisions of this act,and upon 
such right, title, and interest being so acquired, so 
much of said street or avenue as affected, such lana 
shall thereupon be closed ana discontinued.

thie application, and shall describe the real estate 
sought to be taken or atrectod. 

According to the new bill the Commissioners 
of Estimate shall, at least twenty, inatead of 
ten, days before they present their report to 
the Suprethe Court, deposit 4 true report or 
transcr pt of shely estimate in the Dopertment 
of Public Works for the inspection of whomso- 
ever jt may concern. Regarding the clause 
about filling vacancies, Section 22 states: 

In case of the death, resignation, or refusal to 
act ofany such Commissioner of Estimate, appoint- 
ed as hereinbefore provided, it shall and may bo 
lawful for the court aforesaid, or any oné of the 
Justices thereof, ied the application of the said 
Board of Exhibition Commissioners, as often a 
such é6vbnt shall happen, to appoint a discreet an 
disinterested person, being a gitises, of the said 
city ot New-York, in the place and stead of such 
Commissioner of Estimate so dying, resigning, or 
refusing to act. 


The bill now provides that buildings intended 
for permanent exhibition uses shall be erected 
only upon lands acquired or owned by the city 
in fee, and rit buildings intended for tem- 
porary use shall be erected upon lands acquired 
or leased for years. All payments required to 
be made by the Mayor, Aldermen, or Common- 
alty shall be made by the Controller upon 
vouchers, the form of which shall be approved 
by him, and upon an audit of the same, in like 
Manner as 18 now provided by law in the ease 
of other claims against the city. 

No liability shall be incurred for the erection 
of any buildings antil the contracts shall have 
been approved by the Board ot Estimate and 
Apportionment of the city. Nothing contained 
in the present building laws of the city shail 
apply to any exhibition building planned and 
approved. 

The Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty may 
from time to time grant the use of the land and 
buildings to any corporation created or empow- 
ered by the State Legislature for the purpose of 
any exhibition of an international character, 
as described in the first section of va | act. 
There must be a concurrent vote of the Board 
of Estimgte and Apportionment before the 
Board of Exhibition Commissioners ean appro- 
priate any part of the proceeds of bonds au- 
thorized. 

Section 29 of the act is materially different 
from the corresponding elause in the original 
bill. All that is stipulated now, is that when- 
ever the Board of Exhinition Commissioners 
shall deem it necessary, it may construct 9g 
— or bridges over any street or avenue 
passing between any two parcels of land ac- 
quired, or the use of which shall be authorized. 
t was provided in the old billthat “the track 
and right of way of any railroad company 
whose track runs through, along, or over any 
such street or avenue, may be leased or ac- 
quired in the same manner ag any other real 
estate under this act, and when s0 acquired, 
such track may be removed and such right of 
way may be closes.” The board could authorize 
any company thus interferred with to construct 
and use other tracks outside the grounds upon 
routes prescribed. 


SURPRISE IN WASHINGTON. 


NEW-YORK’S OPPONENTS TAKING HEART 
FROM THE LEGISLATURE’S ACTION. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24,—The action of the 
New-York Legislature in delaying action upon 
the World’s Fair bill until next week was some- 
what of a surprise to the New-Yorkers here, 
and has been hailed with delight by the parti- 
sans of Chicago and the other rival aspirants 
tor the fair site. The New-York men decline to 


accept to-day’s action in Albany as anything 
like a serious set-back, but they frankly admit 
that it may easily amount to that. 

Mr. Chauncey M. Depew reached here this 
evening to appear before the Senate Meat 
Products Investigating Committee to-morrow, 
and todine with the Gridiron Club to-morrow 
night, He was met by Mr. Belden, and the 
two went at once to Senator Hiscock’s roows, 
where they had along conversation with the 
Senator. Mr, Depew said to-night that he did 
not quite understand the action of the Legis- 
lature, although he was not surprised that the 
bill was not passed promptly, He had rather 
expected that it would be laid over until Mon- 
day in order that it might be printed. 
New-York would be all right, Mr. Depew re- 
marked, it the bill waa passed early in the 
week, but there was no denying that if it was 
delayed until the latter part of the week, or if 
it provoked a discussion, showing that there 
was any serious division of opinion about its 
desirability, New-York’s chances for the fair 
were gone, for Chicago was united and Illinois 
was united. But both parties in their conven- 
tions had indorsed the claims of New-York, and 
neither party could defeat the measure when 
all were for it. 

Mr. Depew was confident that the bill would 
be taken up and passed by Tuesday or Wednes- 
day, and that would be time enough; but he re- 
eated his belief that, if the bill was postponed 
ater than that, New-York would lose the fair. 
He could not think of any fault in the Dill, for 
in all its provisions 1t met the views of every 
member of the legislative committee and those 
of the Governor. \ 
Mr. Hiscock left here for a short Southern 
trip to-night. He authorized Mr. Belden to say, 
for him, that he had written and telegraphed 
to Albany, urging prompt action on the bill, 
and ae done and would do all he could to 
secure its speedy passage. 

Mr. Belden suggested that the bill might have 
been put overin order that changes might be 
made in the list of incorporators, but Mr. Depew 
thought the list in the bill answered every sug- 
gestion that could be made regarding the polliti- 
eal character of those who were to have 
charge of the fair, The men named in the 
bill were of the kind who would burn 
their hands off, before they would allow one 
penny of the money held by them as trust for 
fair purposes to be diverted into political 
uses. There was no fear of the Republicans 
getting the better of the Democrats, and the 
Democrats would have to getup very early to 
get ahead of some of the Republicans, 

No meeting of the sub-committee of the House 
Worla’s Fair Committee was held to-day, and it 
is not likely to report to the full committee to- 
morrow. The action of the committee and of 
Congress will be largely influenced by the 
course of the New-York Legislature. 





OBJECTING TO A CLAUSE. 


PROPERTY OWNERS ASK A HEARING 
BEFORE THE COMMITTEE, 


Unexpected opposition has arisen to the 
World’s Fair bill introduced at Albany yeater- 
day. About half a dozen large property owners 
are going to oppose the billin the Legislature, 
and if necessary apppeal to the courts on the 
ground that certain sections in the measure are 
unconstitutional. 

The objectors are Miss Mary G. Pinkney, rep- 
resented by her lawyer, Join ©. Shaw, owner 
of 210 lots within the proposed site, valued at 
over $2,000,000, and John E. Parsons, Dwight 
Otmstead, ex-Senator Bixby, and Henry A. 
Cram. Mr. Shaw has communicated with 
Speaker Husted of the Assembly, asking that 
these owners be heard in opposition to the bill 
and that it be referred toa committee for that 
purpose. 

What Mr. Shaw, Miss Pinkney’s lawyer, and 
the other owners object to is a construction 
that has been given Section 7 of the bill, giving 
to the commission not only the right to lease 
land for the site, but to acquire itin fee, Said 

Mr. Shaw yesterday: ‘Miss Pinkney is 80 
heartily in favor of the fair that some months 
ago, In October, I think, she offered the use of 
her land until after the fair for the mere pay- 
ment of the taxes. Other owners asked 4 and 
5 per cent, annual payments. Miss Pinkney is 
willing to Joan the city ner $2,000,000 worth of 
land for the fair for the mere paying of the 
taxes, but she is not willing to place in the 
hands of any commission the power to take her 
land from her at somebody else’s valuation. 

“The Committee on Legislation was given 
ample notice of our feelings. Among other 
things we senta letterto Chauncey M, Depew 
plainly stating our position. Our only answer 
to that letter was that it had been referred to 
the committee.” 

No effort was made by the committee to con- 
ciliate thess objectors, but such effort will un- 
doubtedly be made, and it is expected that a 
satisfactory settlement will be reached. The 

objectionable clause was put in the bill as a 
club to swing over the heads of and bring into 
line those property owners who refused to let 
their land be used for the site on any condi- 
tions. Itis regarded as more than likely that 
the committee will succeed in convincing Miss 
Pinkney and her associates that the clause is 
absolutely harmless to them. 


An anonymous circular in opposition to the 
World’s Fair was circulated yesterday and 
printed verbatim in the sAvening Post, which 


has been unfriendly to the great gropecs, The 
circular is headed: “ The Worlds Fair; Do you 
Want it in New-York City?’ Then follow 
twenty-two questions, of wich the following 
are fair specimens: 


Do you want the most convenient and healthy 
residential section of tne city, now rapidly filling 
with beautiful and costly structures of modern de- 
sign, turned over tor an indefinite period to fair 
buildings, cheap hotels, and boarding houses, 
saloons, and beer gardens, side shows, exhibitors’ 
and contractors’ back yards and stables, to its per- 
manent and irreparable injury? 

Do you want to flood this city in the Presidential 
yeur 1892 with an army of politiciaus, apparently 
Officers, attendants, and employes of the exhibition t 

Do you want ¢o be forced to contribute millioos 
that the party seoneee coutrol may clearly and 
effectively display either the conspicuous ad- 
Vantoeges or the unjust and heavy burdens of our 
provecsive tarif?

HILLING AN AMENDMENT 
WHICH ADDED TO THEM. 
PARTY LINES IGNORED IN VOTING DOWN 
THE PROPOSITION OF THE WAYS 

AND MEANS COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Ways and Means 
Committee’s amendment to Section 15 of the 
Customs Administrative bill failed to secure a 
majority vote in the House to-day. The argument 
that to retain imported merchandise in the Gov- 
ernment warehouse, pending any controversy 
or litigation about the amount of duty to be 
paid upon it, was ® virtual confiscation of the 
property, proved too strong for Mr. Mills and 
Mr, Bayne, and the proposition was defeated by 
a decisive vote, in which party lines out no 
figure, 

Mr. Mills led the friends of the amendment 
with the argument that it was designed for the 
benefit of the taxpayer. If an importer paid a 
higher rate of duty than should have been 
collected, he added it to the price ef the goods 
and it was paid by the purchasers. Then he 
went into the courts and got back the excessive 
duty out of the Treasury, thus taking the 
money from the pockets of the taxpayers a 


second time. Under the proposed amendment, 
the duty could not be collected from the tax- 
payer wore than once, P 

Mr, Carliste did not agree with Mr. Mills, but 
insisted that the amendment was really a blow 
at -honest importers. Dishonest importers 
were not the Ones who cared to go into the 
courts, and the amendment was, in effect, a 
provision that no honest importer should have 
an opportunity to appeal for the correction of 
any Wrong. The courts were so crowded with 
business that it might take three or four years 
to settle a case, and to hola the goods in a 
warehouse during all that time might work a 
great hardship. Mr. Carlisle thought the right 
way was for Congress to make the laws so 
plain and simple that Governmeht officers 
would have no dithoulty in construing them. 

Mr. McKenna was sure that both Democrats 
and Republicans ought to support the amend- 
ment, and Mr. Adaws of Illinois was quite as 
certain that the amendinent was not what Con- 
gress should pasa. 

Mr. La Foliette tried to make the amendment 
a little more satisfactory by providing that 
perishable goods might be withdrawn pending 
litigation. The House agreed to this, and theu 
rejected the whoie scheme. 

A long ee the offer by Mr. 
Breckinridge of entucky of an amend- 
ment giving to Circuit Courts the right to de- 
cide questions of fact as well us questions of 
law. Evety citizen, be contended, should have 
the right to have hig case tried by a jury of his 
peers. The bill struck at the jury system. If 
that system failed to remedy the difliculty, then 
the men who believed in the protective system 
should come out and say that that system was 
incompatible with the trial by jury system. If 
ie American people had to choose between 

he protective system and the jury system, he 
wanted the issue made at once. 

Mr, Grosvenor made the amendment the peg 
on whichto hag a political denunciation of 
South, and Mr. Chipman argued for the amend- 
ment. When the vote was taken Mr, Breckin- 
ridge was beaten. 

Mr. Carlisle then offered an elaborate substi- 
tute for the whole sectiou, in which it was pro- 
vided that tho courts might determine questious 
ot fact without the intervention of jury, when- 
ever the litigants waivea a jury trial. This 
came very near being adopted, the vote stand- 
ing 112 to 114. 

When the House adjourned the nineteenth 
section of the bill had been reached, and the 
pending business was an amendment offered by 
Mr. Breckinridge, providing that it should not 
apply to merchandise imported in cartons, cases, 
crates, sacks, boxes, or other covering which 
are dutiable at arate equal to or greater than 
60 per cent.

COMPLAIN. 


THE LETTER W®RICQCH HAS BEEN SENT 
TO MEMBERS OF CONGRESS. 


Nothing that has occurred in recent years has 
caused such an excitement in New-York busi- 
ness circles and such grave apprehension 
among importing merchants of all classes as 
the prospective enactment by Congress of the 
so-called McKinley Administrative bill. The 
mannerin which, under exercise of a strong 
party whip, this measure is being speeded 
through the course of legislation without, 
according to interested parties, the customary 
opportunity of a hearing in defense of their 
business Interests, surpasses all known prece- 


dent. Under the guise of an effort to simplify 
the rules governing the administration of the 
tarif law, it imposes upon importers such 
burdens and diftticulties as, in the opinions of 
some of the largest housesin this country, will 
make itimpossible for them to transact any 
business whatever. 

It isa voluminous bill, containing many in- 
volved phrases and expressions, the practical 
purport of which it took some of the brightest 
aud most experienced ag ge hours of study 
to understand; and the bill having been only 
about thirty-six hours in hand, ita full effect 
aid not begin to be appreciated until yesterday, 
The dispatches from Washington, giving the 
text ofa proposed amendment to Section 15, 
which provided that goods while under reap- 
praisement, and while the question of the 
amount of duty to be paid was pending in the 
courts, should remain in the possession of the 


Appraiser of the Port, aroused a feeling 
of alarm in very importer, and_ this 
resulted in a close study of the bill by 


such of the merchants as had access to a 
copy. Among the dry goods importers—a olass 
more deeply affected by the proposed bill than 
any other—the effect was electrical. There was 
an immediate skurrying to and fro, and several 
informal conferences were held, and telegrams 
were sent to representatives in Congress to de- 
lay consideration of the bill until the parties 
whose interests were attacked, could be heard.

heimer, Son & Co., and H. Hahlo & Co. united 
in a telegram, and later in a letter to Congress- 
man Amos J. Cummings, setting forth the dan- 
gers that threatened their business and every 
other importing business. Following is she 
text of the letter: 


“The undersigned, engaged in the importing 
trade in the ony ot New-York, addressed to you to- 
day the following dispatch, which they beg here- 
with to confirm: ‘You are earnestly requested to 
delay the consideration of Section 16 of the MoKin- 
ley Administrative bill notil the importers can 
have hearing, Please show this dispatch to all New- 
York Congressmen, regardless of party. The city’s 
trade is at stake; letter by mail.’ 

“Tt wags a matter of great surprise tous to read 
in tu-day’s papers that the Customs Administrative 
bill was already under discussion in the House yes- 
terday and fourteen of its sections already adopted. 
We consider @ number of the features already 
passed and approved by tne House unjust and op- 
pressive, but most destructive of all to our inter- 
ests and the interests of the whole trade in New- 
YorkjCity is the proposed amendment to Section 15, 
by virtue of which it is to be enacted that in case 
of disputed assessments of duty upon which the 
jimporter may have recourse to the courts fora de- 
cision as to the facts and the law in the case, mer- 
chandise upou which the disputed duty has been 
imposed shell remain in Government warehouse 
with all charges and duties paid awaiting the de- 
cision of the court beforo being released. This pro- 
vision, if enacted, will amount to virtual confisca. 
tion of the merchandise, or inflict a ruinous loss 
upon the importer. 

“There are other features in this administrative 
bill which we consider unjust and even unconsti- 
tutional, such, for instance, as in the same Section 
165, the provision that the Board of Appraisers shall 
be the sole judges of the facts involved in any case 
which may come before them. and that their re. 
ports of the facts shail be binding upon the court, 
and which includes at the same time a denial of the 
right of trial by jury. ‘This 1s virtually a star 
chamber proceeding, and as the law depends upon 
the facts, justice iu any case depends entirely upon 
the uncontrolled decision of a number of men ap- 
pointed solely for political reasons and acting as 

partisans in the decision of disputed cases. 

‘We have seen within the past six months, ata 
conterence of the General Appraisers of the differ- 
-ent ports, a complete reversal of views upon many 
questions. Upon the change of administration, 
men who for years have been deciding the tacts re- 
garding importations in one way experienced an 
immediate change of opinion, as we can only 8up- 
pose, upon intimations to them from their superior 
officers that such change of opinion was desired 
by them or by pressure brought to bear upon them 
by domestic manufacturing interests. It goes 
without saying that it 1s impossible to conducd 
business under a law which establishes such @ state 
of affairs as the rule and not the exception, 

“ Among the sections not yet considered we con- 
sider Section 22 especially objectionable. Itisa 
disguisea Log 4 to prohibit the importation of 
any goods which have turned out below the stand- 
ard of regular goods In the process of manufacture. 
Itis a well-known fact that in all manufactures a 
certain percentage of goods are more or Jess spoilea 
in the process of making, whether these be works 
of art or textile fabrics. Naturally, all such have 
® less value than goods made sound and perfect, 
and itis proposed by this section that no account 
shall be takan of such damage in estimating the 
value and the liquidation of Quties thereupon. 
As such goods as these are articles of trade like 
any other and are bought and sold in all lives of 
manufacture, there is no reason whatever why 
merchanis in the United States engaged in the im- 
porting business should be debarred from entering 
them at their true markot value, which is the price 
at which they are freely offered for sale in their 
then condition. Section 22 would subject all these 
goods to appraisal at full value, and it invoiced at' 
their actual cost would make them liable under 
the other sections to forfeiture, and the importer 
may be fined ond imprisoned. 

‘The time at our disposal has enabled us in this 
latter to give only a very brief statement of what 
we consider legisiution upjustifiabie on any other 
ground than adesire to wipe out the business of 
importing merchandise. We can, if accorded a 
hearing, present our reasons at greater length 
and in a more fore’»le manper. 

“We estimate iuat the loss in business in the 
city of New-York, if this Customs Administrative 
bill in its present shape should pass, would be at 
least $200,000,00U per annum. 

“Tf our representatives at Washington can sit 
calmly by and haye such unheard of legislation go 
into effect without their most earnest protests and 
etforts to prevent it, we shall be greatly surprised. 

‘We understand also that it is intended that this 
act shall go into effect immediately upon its pas- 








sage. As we, iu common with all other haporters | 
of New-York, have nade large contracts fer the 
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parobase of go¢as, and also for their delivery i 
country for thé onusuing season, it would be simple 
Ht ee 4 to carry out this intention.

| TAMMANY HAS NO, LOVE -FOR 
BALLOT REFORM. 
RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE GENERAL 
COMMITTEE—THE LEGISLATURE AND 
THE SAXTON SILL GONDEMNED. 
Tammany went through the form of organiz- 
ing its General Committes for this year in the 
Wigwam last night, and hereafter the com- 
mittee will be valuable in doing just exactly 
what the Committees of Twenty-four tells it to 
do. The occasion was taken advantage of by 
the leaders to pour nauseating praise over David 
B. Hill, Governor and purveyor of peanut 
politics, and to adopt resolutions as near anti- 
ballot reform in their character as the organi- 
zation daréd to have them. Hill was praised, 
undoubtedly for the purpose of getting him 
smoothed down so that he will aid Tammany in 
Albany during the Legislature’s session. 
Tne meeting was a very large one, over 2,500 
members of the General Committee being pres- 


ent. The work done at the meeting was, of 
coursé, cut out beforehand by Ricnard Croker 
or Bourke Cockran, Thomas F. Gilroy, and the 
other big ones among the bosses. 

Gen. John Cochrane called the meeting to 
order, and Register Frank T. Fitzgerald moved 
that only the names of the Chairmen of th e dis- 
trict delegations should be called, and they 
should hand up the credentials for the rest. 
When it came to the Third District the names 
of Police Justice O’Reilly and Civil Justicé 





Charles M. Clancy were read out, and 
O'Reilly, the new acquisition from the 
Counties, was cheered as he went down 
the aisle with the credentials. In the 


Twelfth, another one of the reorganized dis- 
triots, the names of Coroner Daniel Hanly and 
William F: Grote were read out as leaders. 
— is the old leader and Grote comes in to 
help him out and so bridge over the difficulties. 
No name was called for the unsettled Fifteenth 
District, which is still under process of reorgan- 
ization. 

There were several others at the meeting 
who, like O’Reilly, had joined Tammany trom 
the Counties. George J. Kraus, the sage of 
Volk’s Garden, represented tle acguisition 
from the O’Brien Republicans in the Eighth Dis- 
trict. One couldn’é waik half a dozen feet in 
any direction in the crowd without rubping 
elbows with the occupant of some fat city of- 
fice, and the Tammany hosts never looked bet- 
ter fed or clothed, The work of organizing was 
quickly accomplished with the aid of a Com- 
mittee oniCredentials and a Committce on Res- 
olutions. 

Gen. John Cochrane was re-elected Chair- 
man, Johi B. McGoldrick, Joel O. Stevens, 
Henry Sleinert, and W, J. Lardner were made 
Secretaries. John McQuade is the Treasurer, 
and Robert Kelly Sergeant at Arms. The 
Chairmen of the Various district committees 
are the Vice Chairmen of the committee, 

Organization being perfected, W. Bourke 
Cockran foisted the following resolutions on 
the meeting. They are worth reading because 
they show how Tamimany stands: 

“The Democracy of the city and county of New- 
York, assembled in Tammany Hali to pertect its 
ke pa mp ae for the year 1890, reaffirming its be- 
lief in the principles of the Democratic Party, 

ledges its loyal support to every measure intended 
o broaden the foundations of popular government, 
and declares its hostility to every law aimed at thé 
integrity of the suffrage or calculated to restrict the 
control of the people over the administration of 
public affairs. 

“We heartily approve the vigorous, economical, 
and honest administration of the State Government 
by Gov. David B. Hill, and we especially commend 
the firm stand in behalf of popular rights taken by 
him 1n his last message to the Legislature. 

“This organization has always been and is now 
ready to co-operate in the enactment of any law 
which will reduce the expenses of elections and 
— the purity of the ballot But itis unaltera- 
ly opposed to any legislation which, under the 
specious pretext of reform, seeks to impose any 
qualification ov the suifrage, either of property or 
of education, 

“We stand ready to welcome every simplifi- 
cation of ouf electoral system. We will never con- 
sent to any change of the law which will surround 
the exercise of the suffrage with complications, 
embarrassments, or discouragements. 

“We pledge our hearty support to any bill which 
will provide for the isolation of the voter while 
preparing his ballot, and for the furnishing by the 

tate of envelopes in which all ballots shall be 
inclosed, but we protest against any change in our 
electoral system which would disfranchise a singie 
honest man, by discouraging the exercise of the 
sufirage by the illiterate or the infirm, or which 
would prevent any citizen from declaring himself 
a@candidate for any oflice and seeking the vote of 
his fellow-citizens atany time down to the close 
of the polls, on equal terms with all his competitors. 

“We denounce the corruption and hostility of a 
partisan Republican Legislature, which for years 
has treated this yen f as aconquered province, from 
which tribute should be exacted, rather than as an 
integral portion of the State, entitied to equal pro- 
tection under the laws with every other munieipal- 
ity within the confines of the State. 

“Our citizens are denied the representation in 
the Senate and Assembly to which they are en- 
titled by population. We have been compelled to 
bear an unjust proportion of the expenses of the 
State, 30 that by excessive taxation our taxpayers 
have been compelled to submit to confiscation of 
their property, while measures designed to promote 
the pubiic comfort and to develop our commercial 
interests have been ruthiessly defeated because 
the representatives of the municipality have de- 
clined to submit to political blackmail, 

“The letter of the Constitution has been violated 
by legislators sworn to observe its provisions, and 
its mandate that a decennial census be taken for 
the purpoge of establishing a basis of representa- 
tion in both branches of the Legislature has been 
treated with contempt. 

“We earnestly appeal to the patriotism and in- 
tegrity of the Democratic members of the Legis- 
lature for an active assertion of the right of the 

eopie of this city to equal and exact justice at the 

ands of the taxing power of the State, aud we de- 
mand the passage of such laws as are necessary to 
put in force the provisions of the Constitution and 
to promote the commefcial interests of this mu- 
nicipality. 

**We cordially cowmend the enlightened, éfficient, 
and stainless administration of the municipal Gov- 
ernment by Hugh J. Grant, Mayor of this city, and 
by the heads of departments appointed by him. 

“The Democratic Party wishes its promises to be 
judged ba the performance of its representatives. 
The Muntcipal Government is a Democratic gov- 
ernment, and the merit of government by political 
parties Can well be tested by the system of admin- 
istration which the people now enjoy.

Bourke Cockran, 1n support of the resolutions, 
made his regulation speech. It was the old at- 
tack on ballot reform mixed up with fulsome 
praise for Tammany and several cracks at the 
Legislature. He attacked the Saxton bill, of 
course. 

Ex-Senator Thomas F. Grady, sometimes a 
tavorite stool pigeon of D. B. Hill, was called 
on. He had a whispered consultation with 
Richard Crocker, and then mounted the plat- 
form. His speech was like the bark of a tooth- 
less dog. He told how welcome an investiga- 
tion committee would be to Tammany, and 
credited Senator Fassett with having intro- 
duced the bill to aid his Gubernatorial boom. 
He sneered at ballot reform, of course. He 
pitched into William M. Ivins for hia ballot re- 
form viows, and eomplimented the Mugwumps 
by denouncing them. 

The resolutions were passed without dissent. 
Then Police Justice McMahon introduced a res- 
olution providing that the Committee on Or- 
ganization shall consist of twenty-five mem- 
bers from eaeh district’s General Committee, 
and that a meeting of the committee be held 
next Friday night. It was passed. A resolu- 
tion giving $500 to the fund for the monument 
to be erected in Atlanta, Ga., to the memory of 
Henry W. Grady was introduced by Mr. Croker 
and passed unanimously. The dues for mem- 
bers of the General Committee were fixed at 
$5 a year, with $15 additional for members of 
the Committee on Organization.

PERILS OF OLD OCEAN. 


THE SAVONA ABANDONED AT SEA—EX« 
PERIENCES OF INCOMING VESSELS, 


Incoming vessels yesterday reported very 
heavy gales to be still raging atsea. The ship 
Samuel Skolfield, which was towed in by the 
tug C. W. Morse; presented a particularly bat- 
tered appearance, her upper masts naving been 
cutaway. Her trodbié had nearly all boen met 
with some time ago, She left New-York Nov. 29, 
bound for Batavia with a catgo of case vil. Onf 
Dec. 4 she met with a tremendons gale blowing 
with hurricane force, and it was during this 
storm that her crew had to eut away her masts; 
After the storm had abated somewhat the ship 
put intoSt. Thomas, whither the Morse was sent 
to tow her back to New-York for repairs. On 
Jaa. 20 Hampton Roads was reached, and yes- 
terday the ship arrived in New-York. 

The steamships Egyptian Monateh from Fal- 
mouth and the Ludgsté Hill from Londwn, both 
via Halifax, where they put in for coal, also 
arrived yesterday, and reported very severe 
weather. The Egyptian Monarch had had @ 
particularly unfortunate trip. She left London 
originally on Deo. 6, bat met with heavy zales 
and it was soon discovered that £ bad loss 
three blades of her propeller. er Captain 
mauaged to get her back to Falmotw, arriving 
there Deo, 15, New blades were put in her pro- 

eller, and again she started on her voyago on 

an. 4. Four days ago she reached Halifax 
short of coal, and came thence to this port, 
She brought as passengers Col. H. J, Sargend 
and Mrs. Churehil! Jodrell. 

The Ludgate Hill is a cattle ship when going 
to the eastward, and it is fortunate for herown- 
ers and her crew that the wooden cattle peng 
happened to be on board. After leaving ny 
dou Jan. 1 she met with such a succession of 
violent gales that her coal gave out before she 
had reached the nelgabornood of land, and the 
pens had toserve as fuel By using sailg and 
whatever could be utilized as fuel she was at 
last brought into Halifax oa Jan. 21, when a 
supply of coal was taken on board. The trip 
from Halifax was alsoa yery stormy one, the 
sea ranning very high and doicg the vessel con- 
siderable damage about the decks. Portions of 
the rail were carried away in many places. 
Snow squalls also gave much trouble, and the 
weather was bittefly cold. 

A eable dispatch received at the Maritime 
Exchange yesterday announced that the steam. 
ship Savona, which sailed from here on Jan. & 


for Hamburg, was abandoned at sea Jan. 13, 

The officers and crew were all saved by the 
British steamer Florida, Capt. Beard, whieh ar- 
rived at London yesterday. The Florida herse/f 
had met with very violent gales, and had lost 
overboard forty head of cattle. 

Funch, Edye & Co. are the agents of the Savo- 
Na in this ejty. They had received no addittonal 
particulars yesterday as to the loss of the vessel, 

The Savona was a “tramp” steamer until 

recently employed in the Brazilian trade. She 
had just been ordered home by her ownera, R. 
N. Sloman & Co. of Hamburg. The steamer 
was an iron one, rated Al, and was manned by 
Capt. Evers and a erew of thirty. She was 
built in Sunderland, England, in 1871, was 
2,284 tons gross Incasurement, 1,553 tons net. 
Her dimensions were, 304 feet length, 33 tees 
beam, and 22 feet depth of hold. Khe had nix 
water-tight bulkheads and triple expansicn 
engines, with a piston stroke of 39 inches. 
The vargo carried out by the Savona was a 
light one and was fully covered by insntrance. 
It comprised 60,000 bushels of corn, 1,400 baga 
of salt, 200 bags of timothy seed, 160 bales of 
hemp, 74 bales of coiton waste, 151 saeks of o1l 
cake, and 1,161 bales of cotton: The vessel was 
valued at about $150,000. 


Lonpon, Jan. 24.—The British steamer Sar- 
dinian, Capt. Richardson, from Portland Jan. 
9, arrived at Liverpool last night. She reports 


very heavy weather. Jan. 16 an alarm of fire 
waa given, caused by the bursting of a steam 
gauge. In the meantime the funnel was 
smashed and the fires were smothered by the 
water pouring down on them. Two men were 
kilied and a third was so badly tnjured that he 
subsequently died. Three other mea were bad- 
ly injured. 

It was impossible to replace the funnel for 
twenty-four hours, and in thé meautime the 
steamer drifted, the storm at the same time in- 
creasing in severity. The three men who were 
killed were buried at sea When thé storm 
abated. All the Sardinian’s lifeboats except 
ons were smashed by the heavy seas.

earte of some brethren, [laughter,) but the 
uestion was whether they should be removed 

) > whether all brethren should subseribe and 
attempt to defend doctrines they do not like. 
ll that thé committee proposed to insert wus 
he love of God tor all mankind, and salvation 
through Jesus Christ. That was the very pith 
and marrow of the Gospel, and shouid be in the 
creed. If there was any wee done it should 
be because the fathets did not give it the prom- 
Inence in the creed that it has in the Scriptures 
. in the hearts of Presbyterians, 
r. Briggs denied that the eommittee’s report 
truck at “the heart and vitals of Calvinism.” 
t was the mereexcrescences that were stricken 
out. He believed in reprobation, though it did 
not belong to the essence of Calvinism. As for 
the other things they were the warts on the 
ekin, the parings of the najls. Every historical 
scholar had cast them aside long ago. The 
thirty-nine articles are Calvinism, but they do 
not contain these excrescences. He was as 
strong a Calvinist as any one, but he would re- 
move the stumbling block. 
He would take it out_of the power of the 
scholastic Calvinists to hold a whip over the 
eads of young men and prevent thei: entering 
he Presbyterian ministry, lt was better for 
he Church to allow g reservation in the minds 
f men than to take the historical doctrine and 
fsleify and counterteit it. That was what was 
done in the ease of elect infants. The West- 
minster divines believed in elect infants, That 
was the doctrine of the seventeenth and eight- 
eenth centuries. Keith, a leading Quaker, had 
charged that Prespyterians and Congregation- 
alists taught the damnation of infants, and 
chalienged them to produce. @ basis for the 
teachtng in the Biblé. Now the Chirch had 
come over to the view of Keith, the Quaker, 
and abandoned the doctrine of the damnation 
of infants and of heatben. 
Dr. George L. Shearer spoke against the com- 
mititee’s report. It had been alleged that the 
hand of God was in the movement, but be de- 
nied that the revisionists had amonopoly of the 
hand of God. The progress of the Church 
showed that the hand of the Lord had been 
with the preaching of these doctrines as they 
stood. He said it was announced that the in- 
grity of the doctrine must not be impaire®. 
here were five points of Calvinism: (1) Predesti- 
nation, (2) original sin, (3) particular redemp- 
tion, (4) effectual calling, (5) preservation of 
the saints, The report took out one-half the 
first and ali the third. Thatis, it took out one 
soda half points of Calvinism. The speaker 
furtuer opposed the report because revision 
would interfere with, prevent, or make iilegzal 
gifts of millions of money tothe Chureh. The 
roposition, furthermore, was crude and should 
ts better formulated. 
Dr. George Alexander of the committee said 
he report was acompromise, The committee 
1eid it a duty toreach a consensus of opinion 
y matual concession without sacrifice of 
troth. He answered the objections that the 
adoption of the report would impair gifts to 
the Church, and that the committee was incon- 
sistent with itself. To rearrange two chapters 
was not to remodel thirty-three. To the charge 
of imparting heresy be had to say that al} that 
it was proposed to add to tne creed was a fuller 

eclaration of the law of God for all méh and 

he salvation through Christ. It was not pro- 
posed to eliminate or modify a single doctrine. 
‘rhe committee differed from the framers of the 
ereed about infant damnation. No one now 
believed in that. It was simply desired to pre- 
clude errors. There was ho aitempt to pui 
away the sovereignty of God. ? 

The speaker thougut that he believed in repro- 
bation, A week ago he would have said he 
did without qualification, But since hearing 
Dr. Paxton and Dr. Hall defend it he ques- 
tioned. He was like the man who heard a dia- 
course defending the Divine origin of Christian- 
ity, and remarked; ‘Nevertheless, I believe in 
t.” Certainly a doctrine which néeded the 

ind of exegesis they gave reprobation wasin a 
bad way. But the ereed should be recast. 
There were men who read fatalisii in it, These 
Were not enemies but brethren in Christ, He 
believed the Methodists and Presbyterians 
were coming together, and the latter should 
help to remove obstacles, The unity of Pres- 
byterianism does not lie in adbesion to a form 
but in work, in oneness of spirit. The present 
controversy would not divide the Church, but 
give its members more confidénce in each 
other’s soundness of faith. 

The Rev. Wilton Merle Smith gave some illus- 
trations showing the need of revision. When 
he preached in Cleveland hig congregation was 
greatly thinned one Sunday evening becatse 
Col. G. Ingersoll lectured in the Opera 
House near by. When his service was ended at 
8:30 he (Mr, Smith) went into the Opera House 
and heard mostof the blasphemous lecture. 
For forty minutes Ingersoll heid up thé Wast- 

inster Confession of Faith and taiked about 
t “Thad to admit,’ Mr. Smith added, “ that 

for his racy arguments [ had no answer.” He 
also believed the young men of his church were 
greatly impressed and influenced. He there- 
fore urged the necessity of revision. It was 
not cutiingthe heart out of Calvinism; it was 
hardly paring its nails. 

The Rey. Dr. W. W. Page thought Mr. Smith 
made a mistake in going to hear Ingersoll, No 
douvt, if Ingersoll could havejhis way, he 
would have the creed revised. Ingersoll prob- 
ably had more to do with bringing about thig 

roposed revision than any Presbyterian. min- 
ster. [Voices—No, no, oe) Dr. Page said that 

was only his opinion. He had taken alarm, If 
one polnt were conceded, more would be 
claimed. If everything were thrown aside and 
the Apostles’ creed adopted there would still 
be revisionists. , 

He felt like the negro who said his father 
died and his mother married again; then his 
mother died and his steptather marriod again; 
then his stepfather died and hie stepmother 
married again, and he didn’t know how ne 
atood on the parent question. 

If concession was begun it would go too far. 
It was the old struegie between Calvinism and 
Arminiapism. The latter was merely a bazy 
modtticatinn of the former. Dr. Page thought 
this was not the agé to undertake revision. 
True German Rationalists, Nihilists, French 
intidels, and Ingersvll favored it. The press, 
which reflects divorce, murder, &,, more than 
Christianity, cried aloud for it. 

Dr. Bamuel M. Hamilton favored the commit- 
teo’s report because he was a Calvinist, and 
wanted Calvinism putinita proper light. He 
held te the Westminster Confession strongly, 
cvouscientiously, and he hoped intelligentiy, but 
he did not regard it asa fetish. It was imper- 
fect and capable of changes, Ho fayored introe- 

ucing an adequate expression of tha love of 
God and of salvation through esus Obrist, It 
would put the heart of the oapel into it. 

“Any doctrine,” Dr. miiton continued, 
** which shocks the moral sense of manhood is 

doomea.” He urged that preterition, infant 
damnation, ané damnation of the heathen fell 
ip that category, and he wanted them removed, 
“If they were a part of Calvino, he said, “[ 
could not stay in the Church.” But they were 
not. ag was oo ae Sttempt hs nen fe 
the ways of ¥y with the 
ae ee their pert oak. mf the speaker 
aew of God nad been taught him by Christ 
He wauted to take away all that horrifies men’s 
ganse of justice.

THE RAILROAD SIDE OF THE MATTER 
CONSIDERED, 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 24.—Tho Meat Products 
Investigating Committee, of which Senator 
Vest of Missouri is Chairman, resunted its ses- 
sions this morning. The committee has con- 
eluded its inquiry into everything except the 
railroad branch of the investigation, and the 
meeting this morning was for the purpose of 
questioning officers of several of the large rail- 
road corporations as to the rates and facilities 
governing the transportation of cattle and 
dressed beef. After this branch of inauiry is 
finished Senator Vest wiil begin the prepara- 
tion of the report of the committee. 

The tirst witness, Samuel Sloan, President of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road Company, in answer te questions from 
Senator Vest, said that the Lackawanna Road 
had refused to transport cars belonging to other 
people, and had had some litigation growing 
outof this refusal with Nelson Morris of Chica- 


go. Mr. Morris had subsequently withdrawn 
the suit. No offer of compromise was made 
him. Morris claimed that because of the pevul- 
jar constrnetion of big ears he sho have 
certain advantages over other phippers, whieh 
the Lackawanna could nodt yield. The 
Lackawanna used the cars of private concerus 
sometimes, paying thrée-fourths of a cent a 
mile each way or the use ofthccar. The rate 
was uniform to all persons, 

The witness was questioned with regard to 
many matters Of derail, and as he replied that 
these did not come before him but before the 
freight department, Mr. W. Sloane, the 
freight agent, was oalled to the stand. The 
Lackawanna, he said, was the principal cattie 
carrier from Chicago to New-York. The com- 
pany’s supply of cars was not adequate. The 
company had a special contract with the Lacka- 
wanna Live-stock Express, an entirely distinct 
corporation from the railroad company, by 
which 350 cars were rented for five years, from 
two years ago, for three-fourths of 4 cent 
@ mile eac way. nh response to Mr. 
Vest’s questioning the witness admitted 
that an understanding had been reached 
between the trunk lines a year ago, by the 
terms of which the companies agreed not to pay 
mileage on private ears. Under no ciroum- 
stances were outside cars are to be used. This 
action was taken because the railroads hada 
large supply of cars which were sidetracked 
while they Were paying mileage on private cars. 

Mr. Vest—Why ig it necessary to form 4 
combination for this purpose? Could not the 
companies each act alohé ¢ 

Witness—Thore was an understanding to act 
togetner, becatsé if éne company used the oars 
competition would compel the other companies 
to do the samé, . 

Sehator Vest—If cattle are offered to the com- 
panies and they have no cara to carry them 
would you refuse to take Outside tars? 

Witness—Yes, Sir, under the agreement. 

Yo Senator Plamp Mr. Bloahe stated that 
there was no delay in shipment because of the 
agreement. The Various companies had sutii- 
cient facilities for the traffic. 

Senator Plumb—Do you give toany shipper, 
directly orindirectly, any advantage over any

Witness—No, Sir. It is the same for car- 
loads in all cases, and there is also a uniform 
rate for leas than carloads, 

The witaéss did not believe shippers, as a 
rule, preferred the palace cattle éars to the or- 
dinary railroad cattle cars, where they did not 
own the cars and want mileage, 

John King, President of the Erie Rallway, 
testified that under agreement the railroa 
would pay no mileage on private cars. They 
would take the cars if shippers desired, but 
charged the regular tariif rates, allowing no 
mileage. The result was that 80 many Cars 
were hot sent to the roads. He did not quite 
agree with Mr. Sloane as % the reason for 
making the agreement not to pay mileage on 
ears. The Erie considered that the inileagée 
these - got was very large and very 
protitable to them, Three-quarters of @ cent 
a inile for the loaded and the empty car was 
a@ very high rate. It was agreat tax on the 
railroads, not only because they had their own 
cars, but because the car owners made a large 
profit. At three-fourths of a cent each way a 
car in regular service would pay for itself in 
two or three vears, 

Senator Vest—Why did the companies ever 
engaged in the business, then? 

Witness—There were severa! reasons. 
beginning the dressed-beef people, who had 
their own oars, paid very high rates. When 
the dressed-beef busineas started, the rates 
from Chicago to New-York was $1 a hundred, 
and now itis 45 cents. This car mileage was, 
therefore, in the nature of a drawback. We 
thought there should be an open rate, I knew it 
influenced me, and I think others. 

In answer to ag ede as to whether there 
had not formerly been discrimination in favor 
ot dressed-beef shippers, the witness said that 
practically there were but three dressed-beef 
shippers. ‘ They have,” said he, ‘ta very close 
combination. I don’t think there ia any doubt 
about that. They go togéther in a solid ¢olumn, 
When anything is to bw» done they fight to- 
gether.” 

Senator Farwell—The same as the trunk line 
asboeiations? 

Witness—Ohb, yes, on rates, certainly. What 
we do js to establish a rate and agree to main- 
tain it. 

Mr, King said thatrates are generally steadier 
now than for several years, but on alow basis. 
The business was fairly remunerative and all 
the roads were now making money. As to the 
Erie Road, there was a@ tradition that at one 
time, maby years ago—he did not know just 
bo ii dividend had been paid on the common 
stock, 

Mr, CO. H. Chappell, General Manager of the 
Chicago and Alton, testified that his road paid 
a uniform mileage of three-quarters of a cent a 
mile to owners of palace cattle cara and of 1 
cent a mile to Owners of dreased-beet ears. 
There were no specia} agreements, Everybody 
gow the same rates, t €@8 aB Open question as 
to whether puipoere preferred the palace cattle 
Cars to the ordinary stock car, 

senator Vest—But the cattle are fed and 
watered on the palace cars ? 

Witness—They are fed hay, but not watered, 
although it is generally said that the cattle are 
fed and watered. The watering appliances have 
proved a failure, 

The Western roads were in an association 
whose object was to secure harmony of action 
and have eéverything open and apove board. 
The roads reserved the right of individual 
action. The roads agreed on rates, which could 
be changed at any time on notice.

CANADA TAKING ALARM. 





PARLIAMENT ASKED TO DOUBLE THE 
DUTY ON AMERICAN DRESSED MEATS. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan, 24.—Parliament was 
asked to-day by Mr. Wood, member of Par- 
liament for Westmoreland, N. B., to double the 
duty on American dreseed meats. He repre- 
sented that Chicago firms have acquired a 
monopoly of the business in the maritime Proy- 


inces by the use of refrigerator oars, thus de- 
stroying the home market of the Canadian 
farmers. Ten years ago adout 300,000 unds 
of dressed meats, ingluding fresh beef and 
bacon, were imported, us last year the figures 
reached nearly 4,000,000 pounds, Mr, Woo 
wants the homé market preserved from foreign 
competition, hence his Faqyaas to double the 
duty. Parliament will consider his application, 

A large deputation of Canadian bankers has 
arrived hereto protest against any change in 
the Dominion Banking act, The charters of aj] 
Canadian banks expire in two years, ahd lead- 
ing newspapers are urging the Government to 
adopt the American banking system. It et 
change is not carried out the Goverpment will 
compromise by asking Parliament to amend the 
act naking it compulsory for all banks to ac- 
cept, without discount, the notes of other 
banks throughout the Dominion.

GARDINER G. HUBBARD’S OPPOSITION 
TO THE BILL NOW " CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Mr. Gardiner G. Hub- 
bard to-day made an argument before the 
House Committee on the Judiciary in opposi- 
tion to the International Copyright bill. He 
appeared in behalf of the public, he said, whioh 
was.largely interested in the ponding bill, The 
works of American authors were to-day pub- 
lished in England as largely as the works of 
English authors—Longfellow had a greater cir- 
culation than Tennyson, The demand for cheap 
literature in America had reacted on Eng- 
land and produced an enormous demand there 
for cheap literature. This bill would inoreasé 
the price of books in this country, and that was 


its ohject, The only demand for its passage 
came from some Eastern publishers and authors 
and some Philadelphia stereoty pers. 

There A doe a large Western, Northwestern, 
and Bouthern opposition to the bill, Mr. Hub- 
pant said. (This statement was corroborated 
by Mr. Roger of Arkansas, &@ mémber of the 
committee.) There was more reading matter 

ublished in Amerioa than in any country in 
he world, and it was owing to cheap books. 
Less than a quarter of the books published in 
this country last year were works of fiction, 
and this should be a sufficient answer to the 
statewent that only the worst books were pub- 
lished here. The cet Hawley bill was the 
only measure that fully met the authors’ views; 
but to placate the publishers and typesetters 
they bad been obliged to compromise on the 
pending bjll. The typesetters and founders fa- 
vored the bill. Only two books out of ten paid 
the wrpeere of publication. 

r. Buchanan—That’s about all it pays to 
read, 

Mr. Hubbard said thatif the public demand- 
edthe works of an American author the de- 
mand sheale be granted. If the good of the 
commupity demanded it, the American author 
should be refused an American copyright; that 
wae algo true of patents, (He was largely in- 
sonore in patents himself.) Any other course 
would be unconstitutional. He doubted that if 
the price of foreign books was raised it would 
increase the demand for American books. The 
reading public would have what it wanted. 

The Chairman suggested that a large element 
of the public consumed vicious French novels 
because they were — and accessible. 
Would it not be desirable to keep out this olass 
of literature, be asked. 

Mr, Hubbard replied that it would, if Amert- 
can authors did not furnish works of corre- 
Sponding type. He read statistics to show that 
the American publications had largely increased 
in late years and thatthe American author was 
not suffering under the existing state of affairs.

There ought to be no obstacle to the 

World’s Fair bill at Albany on constitu- 
tional grounds. The question is so plain 
that the framers of the measure must cer- 
tainly have avoided what Mr. DEPEW calls 
“constitutional snags.” The Legislature 
cannot authorize this city to give any 
money or property or loan its money or 
credit to or in aid of any association or cor- 
poration, wherever or however organized, 
or to incur any indebtedness except for city 
purposes. So much isclear. But the city 
oan be authorized to incur indebtedness 
for the purchase or lease of lands and the 
constraction of buildings for its own use in 
promoting the instruction or even the rec- 
geation of the people. It is by such author- 
ity that it acquires all its lands for public 
parks and for their embellishment with 
structures of various kinds, and for the 
erection of buildings upon its own land to 
be used for the exhibition of objects of art 
and of natural history. It cannot give its 
land or buildings to any association or cor- 
poration, but 1t can by proper authority 
and for public considerations allow their 
temporary or permanent occupation for 
purposes of instructive and profitable exhi- 
bition, as it does in providing buildings for 
the American Museum of Natural History 
and the Metropoiitan Museum of Art. The 
distinction is perfectly clear, and it is not 
proposed, as we understand it, to give the 
city’s money or property, or loan its credit 
to or in aid of the association to be incor- 
porated by Congress to hold a World’s Fair, 
orto incur indebtedness for any but city 
purposes, though these may be very helpful 
to the World’s Fair enterpxise, as the use of 
a public park for the complete site would 
have been had that been practicable. 


LAE CCRT EIT Fe WHR IER STINET. 


The American Wool Reporter has made a 
careful inquiry as to the number of sets of 
oards represented by the signers of its two 
notable petitions, which were laid before 
the Ways and Means Committee—one ask- 
ing for free wool and the other for ad valo- 
rem duties on wool—and has found that 
the entire number is 3,328. The total num- 
ber of wool cards reported in Dockham’s 
Directory is 7,915, but the Reporter ex- 
presses the opinion that the wool machinery 
of the whole country is equivalent to 
10,000 sets. It will be-seen that the sign- 





favored a revision of the tariff in the direc- 
tion of reduced duties, represented about 
one-third of the capacity of the wool-man- 
ufacturing industry. As those who asked 
for free wool greatly outnumbered those 
who favored ad valorem duties, it may be 
within bounds to say that the advocates of 
free wool represented nearly one-fourth of 
the manufacturing capacity, although the 
Reporter does not separate the two classes 
in its estimates. 








The transfer of the Revenue Marine to the 
navy, as is proposed in the measure now 
before Congress, will not only give em- 
ployment to those members of the graduat- 
ing classes from the Naval Academy for 
whom there are no vacancies in existing 
naval corps, but the Secretary of the Navy 
is to be empowered to detail any officer of 
the proper grade to do duty on board the 
revenue vessels in the same manner as de- 
tails are now made for other special duty. 
The proposed building up of the navy will 
extend over a number of years and give 
employment to a very large body of officers 
in inspecting steel for hull, armament, 
and machinery. The difficulty of find- 
ing officers whose turn it is to go to sea 
and who can be spared at once from im- 
portant shore duties is already felt at the 
detail office, and as more vessels are put 
in commission the trouble will be aggra- 
vated. Yet, in spite of these facts, Senator 
CHANDLER introduces a measure that 
will cut about twenty files from the 
total number of officers below the grade of 
Commander, the very portion of the navy 
list upon which so much of this inspection 
of ‘material devolves, and which, if legis- 
lated upon at all, should undoubtedly be 
increased. The navy has for so many years 
been legislated upon by piecemeal, and 
with such apparent want of justice to the 
body of officers as a whole, that an inspec- 
tion of the naval register, with its various 
corps and intricate arrangement of the pay 
table, fails to reveal anything but a bewil- 
dering lack of system, which comparisons 
serve only to render the more incongruous. 
The modern navy and better methods de- 
mand a corresponding improvement in the 
grading of the personnel, and if measures 
acceptable both to the service and to Con- 
gress can be agreed upon they ought to be 
adopted. 





The Portuguese ought to be told that 
they are making a very unseemly spectacle 
of themselves, To plead discoveries of the 
fifteenth century, not followed by any real 
occupation of the lands discovered, as a 
reason why nobody else should now occupy 
and improve what has remained a wilder- 
ness, is a proceeding that finds no warrant 
in international law or in common sense, 
Nay, the question does not even go so far, 
for the lands discovered by Portuguese ex- 
plorers are still in the possession of 





Portugal, and their contention is for 
that which “joins” them in the in- 
terior. But, however that may be, 


they have no means of making their claims 
good, the public opinion of Europe is by no 
means unanimously with them, not even 
that of Latin Europe, although an effort 
has been made to array upon it the Latin 
peoples against the Teutonic. In these cir- 
cumstances the leaving of “three thousand 
cards” upon the French and Spanish em- 
bassies in Lisbon and the opening of a pub- 
lic subscription for a fund to make war on 
England are very childish proceedings. 








THE MUNICIPAL INVESTIGATION. 


The politicians of the time seem to be 
very suspicious of each other’s motives and 
purposes. Doubtless they have reason to 
be. They probably understand each other, 
and have also the common human infirmity 
of judging others by themselves. Repub- 
lican politicians suspect Democratic and 
Tammany jobbery in the Mayors Rapid- 
Transit bill, and Tammany politicians are 
suspicious of the new Commission Rapid- 
Transit bill merely because Republicans 
have itin charge. They apparently cannot 
conceive any motive in it except partisan 
advantage, though they are unable to point 
to any evidence of it. Politicians even eye 
the great World’s Fair enterprise, which 
they would be slaughtered for meddling 
with for partisan purposes, witha lurking 
suspicion lest somehow, if it were held in a 
“‘ Presidential year,” it would be turned to 
the advantage of one party or the other— 
chiefiy the other. In short, these gentle- 
men, who publicly protest their pride in 
being “ practical politicians,” as if con- 
scious that the very character is under sus- 
picion and in need of defense, watch each 
other like a lot of thieves or gamblers who 
expect nothing but sharp practice and 
have no confidence in their kind. Verily 
they know their own trade and the manner 
of men engaged in it. 

A set of resolutions has been adopted by 
the State Senate, on the motion of Mr. 
Fassett of Elmira, directing the Com- 
mittee on Cities to make an investigation 
of the subject of municipal government in 
this State, with a view to discovering its 
defects and applying a remedy. There 
has been no more common complaint in 
this country for years past than the failure 
of the prevailing methods of administra- 
tion in cities. They are acknowledged to 
be defective and in need of improvement 
through wiser legislation. Nowhere have 
these complaints been louder than in the 
city of New-York, and in one form or 
another they have come from men of all 
parties. One ofthe greatest evils here is 
lack of adequate power and responsibility 
im the local guthorities, and too much 
legislative interference and _ restriction 
from Albany. Besides that, the whole 
system is incongruous and inharmonious. 
The subject needs careful investigation and 
prudent legislation. 

The resolutions of the Senate are entirely 
general in their character. 
amble recites some of the evils that have 
been complained of, and the resolutions 


vide for the kind of investigation that is 
needed for the purposes of improving mu- 
nicipal administration generally. They 
make no charges and have no reference to 
avy particular city or any special depart- 
ments or any prevalent metheds. The

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as could be made up from the membership 
of either branch of the Legislature. Its 
members are men who, in the ordinary af- 
fairs of life, would not be under suspicion. 
But no sooner is this investigation pro- 
posed by a prominent Republican, to be 
made by a committee the majority of 
whose members are Republicans, in behalf 
of a Senate under Republican control, 
than the Democrats cry out that it can 
have no other than a partisan purpose. 
Representatives of Tammany immediately 
suspect that it is aimed at their organiza- 
tion and intended to expose its iniquities 
and shortcomings in the administration of 
this city, and Senater Ives backs up 
against the rock, like RoprERIcK DHuv, and 
shouts, ‘‘Come one, come all,” who is 
afraid? Senator Fassett is accused of 
aspiring to be the Republican candidate 
for Governor in 1891 and of desiring to col- 
lect ammunition with which to rout his 
opponent if he should chance to be the 
present Mayor of New-York or of Brooklyn. 

We will not undertake to say how far the 
judgment of these politicians regarding 
each other’s character and motives may be 
correct or how far their suspicions may be 
justified. We have not much better opin- 
ion of them than they appear to have of 
themselves and of each other, but in so far 
as they are vulnerable the public will not 
greatly care how much they may be hurt 
by any possible exposure, The investiga- 
tion proposed is one that ought to be made, 
and it must be made by legislative author- 
ity or not atall. lf it exposes Democratic 
misdoings it may hurt the Democratic 
Party, but only because it deserves to be 
hurt. If the Republicans undertake to 
make it one-sided and unfair, and to turn 
it to partisan account, the people will have 
sense enough to see what they are about, 
and it will hurt the Republicans more than 
their opponents. Political investigations 
for partisan objects have really very little 
of the effect intended, and are more likely 
to injure than to benefit those engaged in 
them, unless they expose some serious in- 
iquity of the other side. Mr. FASSETT can 
gain no advantage from this investigation 
if it appears as it goes on to have a political 
purpose. 

But if we can have a genuine, non-parti- 
san investigation of the subject of munici- 
pal government in this State by which the 
defects of organization and of method and 
the faults of legislation with reference to 
the affairs of cities shall be revealed, so 
that the way may be prepared for improve- 
ment, it will be a very desirable thing. 
Those who are interested in municipal re- 
form ought to exert themselves to make the 
investigation serve a useful purpose, and to 
prevent it from being narrowed and dis- 
torted to a mere partisan guest for political 
capital. It would be better if it could be 
made by a commission selected for the 
special purpose and having no other public 
function; butthere is nothing in an inquiry 
by a Senate committee to be afraid of, and 
some good may come of it. If the politi- 
cians’ judgment of each other should be 
justified by the conduct of the committee, 
the committee itself will be exposed, and 
the only part of the public who would be 
attected in any case will refuse to be fooled 
or deluded. The politicians may know 
each other, but they do not half under- 
stand the public which they think to play 
upon. 








UNGRATEFUL SPOILSMEN. 


In a dispatch from Indianapolis, dated 
Jan. 21, the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette 
announced, with joy and display head lines, 
the Republican regeneration of Indiana, 
“To-day,” wrote the correspondent, ‘the 
last of Mr. CLEVELAND’S appointees in 
Indiana gave place toa Republican.” The 
Democrat in question—and according to 
the Commercial Gazette correspondent he 
was one of the worst and wickedest 
of Democrats, a most offensive par- 
tisan, and no friend of the old soldier— 
was Col. ZOLLINGER, the Pension 
Agent. His successor is the Hon. Nick 
Ensiy of De Kalb County, who was a gal- 
lant soldier, and is so popular in the com- 
munity of his residence that he has been 
twice elected County Treasurer, thoagh 
De Kalb is a Democratic county by from 
300 to 400 majority. r 

Now that the head of the last Democratic 
Federal office holder adorns the basket, the 
Republicans of Indiana ought to be found 
marching to the Harrison music with a 
united front and spirited step. If there is 
any virtue or efficacy in the spoils princi- 
ple there should be no discord in the party 
from one end of the State to the other, for 
within less than one year from his inaugu- 
ration President HARRISON has thrown out 
every one of Mr. CLEVELAND’S appointees 
and has filled their places with unflinching 
Republicans. 


But there is discord, widespread and tu- 
multuous, and instead of marching proud- 
ly to the Harrison music the Republic- 
ans of Indiana are assailing the dispenser 
of Federal largess with taunts and re- 
proaches. The sickening story of their in- 
gratitude is toldin an Indianapolis dis- 
patch printed in the Sun of yesterday: 


“‘The Republicans met to-day throughout the 
State in the varivus Congress districts to elect 
anew Staie Central Committee, each district 
electing one member. Indications of dissatis- 
faviion with Harkison’s Administration were 
very plentiful. In the First (Evansville) Dis- 
trict a resolution indorsing HARRISON was 
sprung, Dut it was not allowed to get through 
until Gen. Hovey’s State administration was 
indorsed. At North Vernon a monkey-and-par- 
rot time followed immediately after Gen. 
PACKARD introduced a resvlution indorsing

not wear Harrison collars around their 
necks.’ ROBERT TRACEWELL, one of the brightest

At Crawfordsville, Gen. LEw WAL- 
LACE’s home, the conventjon was the most life- 
less ever held.” 


Either in the nature of Indiana Republic- 
ans or inthe nature of the spoils system 
there is some pernicious and bafiling defect 
—unless we are to assume that the nature 
of BENJAMIN HARRISON is defective, which 
would be scandalous and unthinkable. The 
President has done his utmost for the Re- 
publican Party in hisown State. For their 
sake he has made mincemeat of his solemn 
and reiterated pledges; for aantaa has 
made a “clean sweep” both of the Indiana 
Democratic office holders and of his own 
avowed principles. But they reject him, 
they put away his proffered “ collar,” and 
deliberately predict that the old party will 
be destroyed if it does not “cut adrift 
from HARRISON.” 

Is this because the entire contents of the 
larder are insufficient to satisfy the appetite 
of the Indiana Republicans? Is it because 
Mr. HARRISON has distributed the viands 
in a tactless fashion, guided by his own 
selfish impulses and the necessities of his 
family and friends rather than by a saga- 
cious purpose to strengthen his party with 
the nourishment at his disposal? In some 
degree the present temper of the Indiana 
Republicans may be due to either or to both 
of these causes, but mainly it is due to the 
fatal fallacy of the spoils system. It is a 
system under which the appointing power 
makes three enemies for one friend in any 
State where offices are vagerly sought, and 
the case of Indiana only proves again what 
has been so often shown not only there but 
in New-York and elsewhere, that the State 
in which a President degrades the Federal 
service to the lowest level is commonly the 
State in which dissensions in his party are 
loudest and most bitter. 





THE SUGAR TRUST'S TARIFF. 

Several journals have recently published 
extracts from a circular issued by a house 
in this city that speaks with knowledge 
and authority concerning the sugar trade, 
and one of the assertions so brought out is 
the following: 

“The hearings thus far before the Ways and 
Means Committee on the sugar duty have in- 
cluded statements by refiners who make no 
serious objection to the entire removal of duty 
on raw sugar, provided a fair amount of protec- 
tion is left on refined, which amount they will 
name later.” : 

We have already pointed out that no one 
directly representing the Sugar Trust ap- 
peared before the committee to make sug- 
gestions or demands concerning the duties 
on sugar, although a refiner who is nota 
member of the Trust is said to have invited 
the committee’s attention to his opinions 
and recommendations. We have never 
seen any report of his remarks, and we have 
supposed that his statements must have 
been presented in writing at some time 
when no one was present who cared to ask 
any questions. But while this refiner is not 
a member of the Trust, the establishment 
and the methods of the Trust have enabled 
him to make enormous profits, and as he 
would be benefited by a continuance of the 
present conditions, his opinions as to the 
duties probably coincide with those of the 
Trust refiners. 

It is reported that since the Trust was 
made this gentleman, whose refinery is in 
Philadelphia, has cleared more than 
$3,000,000 by selling sugar at a price 
lower by only one-eighth of a cent per 
pound than the Trust’s price. So far as 
consumers are concerned, he has been a 
member of the Trust with power to regu- 
late the production of his refinery to suit 
himself, and to fix his price one-eighth of a 
cent below the Trust’s figures in certain 
markets. It is said that he was ove of the 
largest contributors to the fund of $400,- 
000 raised by Mr. WANAMAKER in the 
national campaign, and that the effice of 
Minister to Russia was recently offered 
to him. If the circular above mentioned 
correctly represents his views, he “ makes 
no serious objection to the entire removal 
of duty on raw sugar, provided a fair 
amount of protection is left on refined.” 
Doubtless this is substantially the attitude 
of the Sugar Trust. 

The Trust is “protected” by the differ- 
ence between the duty on raw sugars and 
the duty on refined sugars, and by the pro- 
hibitory duties on certain unrefined light- 
colored sugars. The duty on raw sugars is 
a tax on the Trust’s raw material; the duty 
on refined sugars—whicb is so high that it 
permits the Trust to exact high prices with- 
out causing importations—is the Trust’s 
protection against the competition of sugar 
refined abroad. It is clear that if the 
duty on refined is not disturbed every 
dollar taken from: the duty on raw sugars 
swells the Trust’s profits by reducing the 
cost of its raw material. If the duty on 
raw sugars and the duty on refined sugars 
should be reduced at the same time, so that 
the difference should remain the same, the 
conditions affecting the Trust would not be 
changed. Butif the duty on refined—now 
prohibitory, in spite of the Trust’s high 
rates—should suffer a greater reduction 
than the duty on raw sugar, the Trust’s 
greed would be restrained by the threat, 
at least, of importations, 

Of course, the Trust would not object to 
the removal of the duties on its raw ma- 
terial if there should be retained on its fin- 
ished product a duty fixed by its own rec- 
ommendation, and the recommendation of 
an outside refiner working amicably in the 
same field and maintaining his prices with- 
in a shade of the level of the Trust’s exac- 
tions would answer the purpose and not be 
exposed to the attacks that a Trust recom- 
mendation could not avoid. 

But if this opulent refiner of Philadelphia, 
whose name is said to stand so high on 
WANAMAKER’S list, did suggest to the com- 
mittee what its action should be, and did 
display to the committee the knowledge 
which arefiner of experience must have, 
how did he escape examination and cross- 
examination? Why did not the committee 
draw from him for its use and the use of the 
publicthe history of the sugar business here 
since the Trust was made? Why was he 
not asked whether, in his opinion, those 
who make combinations in protected in- 
dustries, and other persons who use such 
combinations to the injury of the people, 
are not “the deadly enemies of the pro- 
teotive polloy?’ We are surprised that 








the Jrepresentative of se important an in- 











dustry was able to come and go like a 
shadow without leaving more tangible 
proof of his presence and labors. 








SENATOR INGALLS’S “ EFFORT.” 

As a demonstration that Senator INGALLs 
is “smart,” his speech in the Senate on 
Thursday was superfluous. He can say 
very biting things about people whom he 
dislikes, and his power of aversion seems to 
be of unusual promptitude, range, and 
versatility. The facility with which he 
says smart things is a source of pain to his 
enemies, and must be so occasionally, if not 
frequently, to himself, It would not be 
fair to apply to him the remark of 
Mr. LABOUOHERE about Lord RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL, when, in speaking of the lia- 
bility of politicians to make errors, the 
editor of Truth observed that he supposed 
“the honorable member must regret about 
two-thirds of his public utterances.” Nev- 
ertheless, when his private telegraphic 
counsel to his party associates transpires, 
or when there is made public his confession 
that he deliberately wrote an article upon 
a subject deeply interesting to the people 
of his State in such wise that it could be 
taken in either of two epposite senses, the 
Senator from Kansas must regret that nat- 
ure had not endowed him with more good 
sense, even at the expense of his smartness. 

It is not likely that his speech upen Sen- 
ator BUTLER’s bill to promote the immigra- 
tion of negroes from the South will injure 
Mr. INGALLS in his own State or in his own 
party, and for that reason his own eom- 
placency in it will be entirely unmingled 
with regret. And yet he has never made a 
speech of which it,is more evident to a dis- 
passionate observer that it ought to be injuri- 
ous to him and that the consequences of it 
ought to be such as to force him toregret it, 
Without discussing Mr. BUTLER’s bill, it is 
clear that it was drawn and introduced in 
perfect good faith as a remedy for an evil of 
which the seriousness is admitted by every- 
body and is deeply felt by all the white peo- 
ple of the Southern States. Mr. INGALLs does 
not attempt to belittle the evil for which 
the bill is meant as aremedy. In fact, his 
speech isin great part devoted to emphasiz- 
ing it. He takes more radical ground than 
almost any conspicuous and responsible 
Southerner has 


taken upon the in- 
compatibility of the Caucasian and 
African races, and the impossibility 


of their living together upon terms of 
equality. He admits that the legislation 
which gave the suffrage to all the adult 
male negroes of the South was improvident, 
or at least that it precipitated upon the 
country an enormous voting power that 
represented nothing but ignorance and 
prejudice, and which has gone to the Re- 
publican Party “by instinct,” no matter 
who the candidates of that party happened 
to be, nor what were the actual and prac- 
tical issues that they represented. The re- 
sults of this vote when left to itself 
or, what is virtually the same thing, to the 
unscrupulous demagogues whose natural 
prey it is, have been shown to the country. 
They were very conspicuously shown in 
the Legislature and the Government of 
South Carolina during the period of recon- 
struction. Nobody who remembers what 
they were, or who has read any authentic 
acceunt of them, will be disposed to deny 
that such a state of things is incompatible 
with the continuance of civilization, and 
that the civilized men of any community 
subjected to it would be entirely justified 
in resisting it by every means. 

All this Mr. INGALLS in effect more than 
admits; he insists upon it. And yet, when 
he comes to prescribe a remedy for the evil, 
the remedy is what he describes as “‘ justice,” 
but explains to mean that the negroes of 
the South, wherever they are in the ma- 
jority, shall have their own way, or rather 
the way of the sharpers into whose hands 
they will inevitably fall, and that the offi- 
cers chosen by their vote, if this process 
of arriving at them can be called a choice, 
shall constitute the Government of every 
community in which the negroes are in 
the numerical majority. As almost evéry 
Southerner who has made any public utter- 
ances upon the subject has been careful to 
explain, the race question at the South is 
only incidentally political, being in its 
essence industrial and social. Senator 
INGALLS does not ignore this in his diag- 
nosis, butin his prescription he is unable 
to see anything in the question but its poli- 
tics and the desirableness of Southern 
Republican votes. This seems so de- 
sirable to him that to it he is willing 
to sacrifice civilization in the South. Con- 
sidering how serious the subject is and how 
extensive it is, and that Mr. INGALLS does 
not disguise from himself either its serious- 
ness or its extent, his treatment of it is 
nothing better than arrant trifling, which 
ten times as many smart things as he has 
succeeded in saying could not make other- 
wise than tlippant and contemptible. 








The proposed delay in the admission of 
Idaho as a State of the Union, at least un- 
til after a final judicial decision has been 
reached upon the validity of her test oath, 
is in accordance with common sense. The 
Senate Committee on Territories, which 
has reached this conclusion, has had before 
it the fact that more than one-fifth of the 
people of Idaho are Mormons, and that they 
are disfranchised by the oath prescribed in 
the Constitution for the proposed State, 
which was adopted last Summer. The de- 
cision of the Idaho court affirming the 
legality of that oath has been carried on 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and it concerns too large a propor- 
tion of the inhabitants to be left a matter 
of mere surmise, It requires about half of 
her 25,000 Mormons to bring the popula- 
tion of the ‘Territory up to 100,000, even 
under the probably Hberal local estimates 
given by her Governor. While, too, her 
mining was unusually prosperous last year, 
her other industries are yet to be developed, 
even cattle raising and sheep raising being 
still almost in their infancy. Considering 
that her resources will steadily increase, 
the Territory will lose nothing important 
by alittle delay. In any oase, the need of 
settling her Mormon problem before admis- 
sion is imperative. In due time she will be 
a successful candidate for Statehood.

The tract known as the ‘“‘mile square,” 
on the west side of the Missouri, opposite 





the town of Pierre, in South Dakota, is the 
scene of some troubles in the ceded Sioux 
region which recall those in Oklahoma. 
Involved in them are a railroad claiming 
land under agreement with the Indians, 
the settlers who have been gathering along 
the Missouri for months awaiting the noti- 
fication to cross, and sundry half-breeds; 
while it appears that attempts of the In- 
dians to cut timber from lands they are to 
give up, so as to carry it away with them, 
are also resented hy the whites. With its 
experience gained in the Oklahoma move- 
ment, which led to some scandals in unfair 
entries, Government officials being accused 
of misusing their positions to take up lands, 
the. Administration ought to be able to pre- 
vent either disorder or injustice in the 
opening of the Sioux lands. The present 
delay is due to the fact that the President’s 
proclamation on the subject cannot be is- 
sued under the acts passed last Winter 
until Congress has first ratified the agree- 
ment entered into by the Sioux Commis- 
sion, and in addition some appropriations 
should be made for carrying out various 
stipulations made with the Indians. Mean- 
while, there are several infantry companies 
in garrison not far from the scene of re- 
ported disturbance who can doubtless keep 
order if seasonably called upon.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE.’ 


Verdi’s noble opera “Aida” drew another 
very large audience at the Metropolitan Opera 
House last evening in spite of the fact that 
Frau Leumann was not in the cast. Her ab- 
sence enabled Director Stanton to demonstrate 
that the resources of his house were equal to 
the demands of so exacting a work without one 
of his leading sopranos in the cast. Very few 


opera companies could put in a minor singer to 
sing the title réle of this great opera without 
the result being a dismal failure. 

Friulein Felicie Koschoska is certainly not 
the ideal Aida. She has not the voice, and her 
acting 18 of the crudest and most unimagina- 
tive order. But she got through her tryin 
ordeal with credit, and in some of her soanes 
fairly earned the warm applause bestowed on 
her by the audience. Her work was done in a 
painstaking manner, and she was thoroughly 
familiar with the music. The other members 
of the cast, save one, were the same aa hereto- 
fore. Herr Reichmann and Herr Perotti again 
exhibited their fine vocal powers; Herr Flacher 
Was a competent High Priest, and Herr Behrens 
an acesptable King. This afternoon “Tristan 
und Isolde” will be repeated.

LETTER FROM MR. OLEVELAND. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—A letter from ex-President 
Grover Cleveland waa read to-day at the con- 


cluding session of the Custom Cutters’ National 
Convention. The full text was as follows: 


G. H. Huntoon, Esq., President : 

DEAR Sik: [ thank you for sending me your ad- 
dresg made at the convention of the Custom Fere- 
men Tailors’ Association, and [ have read the same 
with interest.

Ifthis is done intelligently, and 
with sincere intent to secure the truth, tariff re- 
formers, I think, have no need to fear the result of 
such discassion.

POOLS AND TRUSTS, 


The Reform Ctud held a largely-attended 
meeting last evening to hear Arthur T. Hadley 
of Yale University on “Pools ana Trusts.” 
President Everett P. Wheeler introduced the 
speaker. 


Pools and trusts, Mr. Hadley said, were dif- 
ferent means to the same end, which was the 
limitation of competition. The pool aid it by 
contract and the trust by virtual consolidation. 
The limitation of competition was not a wholly 
bad end, bué a mixture of the bad and 
the inevitable. Such efforts were old, ag 
is shown by Aristotle. But combina- 
tions have a partial justification now 


that they had not m years ago. The large 
gapital now invested in industries prevents 
competitiog from automatically regulatiag 
prices as it once would. With a larve fixed 
capital competition redaces prices too low, 

‘he railroad can better afford to run at raieg 
that pay bare operating expenses than not to 
run, and if competition goes on between roads 
the price goes down ruinously, The conse- 
quence is an alternation of very low and very 
high prices. On the other hand, if competition 
be abandoned to only one combination there is 
certain to be @ great loss in eflicviency. 

The speaker gave two illustrations to show 
how differently combinations work. The copper 
syndicate got hold of the best minea, and was 
able to controi the product so as to put up 
Prices from 9 cents to 16 cents a pound The 
managers had estimated the amount ef the 
product required, but they had failed to take 
into account the economy in consumption that 
would resulé from the higher price ne 
result was overproduction and fail. 
ure. On the other hand the Standard 
Oil Company, though its treatment of its rivalg 
Was Outrageous, had the foresignt to reduee 
prices about as they would have been reduced 
a competition and to develop its own business, 
The result was that the company was now in a 
strong position. 

The lesson, Mr. Hadley said, would have to 
be learned. The tendency toward conso 
tion seemed inevitable. How was this 
before men have learned not to abuse power, 
to be tided over? He thought that business 
men would learn it before Congress would, and 
legislation was likely to be unfortunate 

The ta added a serious complication, It 
Was Dot thecause of trusts, for trusts had ex- 
isted jn Great Britain; but they done littie 
harm there, while they have attracted general 
attention here. One effect of the tariff was ta 
put a class of men at the head of the business 
world who were not able to develop large busi- 
ness. The broader-minded men were generally 
taruf reformers. The tendency of a high tani 
is to make necessary more and more protecticn 
to keep up rates. It went on until domestig 
competition caused a break, and the result was 
great fluctuations. In free trade countries 
— were always subject to foreign competi- 

en. 

Mr. Hadley thought there was no direct way 
of dealing with the subject. Congress wag 
likely to act wrong if itacted. He thought tn 
prohivition of pools unfortunate, but said ag tq 
trusts that if permitted they shouid be required 
to act with the same publicity required of rail: 
roads. A reform of the tariff would take away 
@ part of the evil of monopoly,

PORTUGAL'S DEFENSE FUND 


FREE WITH SUBSORIPTIONS 
AND DENUNCIATIONS., 
PROBABILITY OF A HOSTILE DEMON- 
STRATION BY ENGLAND PASSING 
AWAY—TALK OF IBERIAN UNION. 


LISBON, Jan. 24.—A large meeting was held in 
the Trinity Theatre last night to start a fund 
for the national defense. The Duke of Pomares 
presided. A committee of 120, consisting of 
Jeading citizens and naval and military officers, 
‘Was appointed to solicit subscriptions cto the 
fnnd. A number of speeches were made, in 
which England was bitterly assailed for the 
course she has followed in the dispute with Por 
tugal, and the French and Spanish were lauded 
for their sympathy with the Portuguese. A 
number of subscriptions were made to the fund 
by persons present at the meeting. 

Three thousand Portuguese citizens have left 
their cards at the French and Spanish Lega- 
tions in this city, to show their appreciation of 
the sympathy with Portugal shown by the 
Frenchmen and Spaniards in the Anglo-Por- 
tuguese dispute. 

The Madrid correspondent of the Seculo re- 
ports that the Republican Deputy Labro will 
move, in the Spanish Chamber of Deputies, the 
consideration of the subject of Iberian union. 


Tne Seoulo says: “The project of the union of 

Spain and Portugal will receive no support 

from Portuguese Republicans. The two coun- 

tries should combine for a defensive and often- 

sive alliance without any complication or lim- 

tation of the self-government or political 
dependence of either.” 

The British colony residents here will have a 
meeting to-morrow to decide upon a petition to 
be seat to Mr. Gladstone, requesting his inter- 
vention and good offices to mitigate the aifi- 
culties made for them by the dispute. The 
British reaidents at Oporto will do the same. 


LONDON, Jan. 24.—Mr. Glynn-Petre, the 
British Minister at Lisbon, has wired the Ad- 
miralty that the steam yacht Enchantress is 


no longer needed at Lisbon, This vessel was 
hela at his dispositionin the Tagus to com- 
municate with the iron-clads held in readiness 
for.an offensive demonstration. Mr. Glynn- 
Petre’s communication is consequently inter- 
preted as indicating that the difficulty has re- 
ceived a diplomatic solution, and that the fleet 
will not be called upon. 

A dispatch from Lisbon states that the an- 
nouncement that the Marquis de Ficalho would 
be appointed Portuguese Minister to Great 
Britain was incorrect. Senhor Barjona de 
Frectas will be appointed to the post. 

Sir James Fergusson, G. C. 8. L, Under Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs, speaking to- 
day at Kilmarnock, referred to the proposition 
to submit to arbitration Portugal’s claims, and 
said there was nothing in the claim to arbitrate; 
that it was baseless and absurd. 

The Standara’s Lisbon correspondent says: 
“As Portugal has failed to obtain sympathy 
and support from any Government in Europe, 
it is proposed to sound the United States as to 
the formation of an alliance, having for its 
equivalent special commercial facilities in 
Portuguese ports and in Africa. The tone of 
Mr. Biaine’s recent dispatches to the Lisbon 
Cabinet shoula be proof enough that the United 
Btates will not accede to such a proposition.” 


BISMARCK AND THE REICHSTAG. 

BERLIN, Jan. 24.-—A conference of the Minis- 
ters was hold to-day to discuss the situation in 
the Reichstag in regard to the Socialist bill. 
Ewperor William presided. 

Members of the Reichstag and others ac- 
quainted with the Ministerial movements are 


doubtful to-night whether Prince Bismarck 
will speak in the Reichstag to-morrow. It is 
thought thateven his great influence cannot 
overcome the obstacles in the way of the ex- 
clusion clause of the bill, and that to appear in 
vain, while it might not involve any joss of 
restige, would greatly aggravate the bad ef- 
eot that any agitation is likely to have upon 
hie heaith.

DARTMOUTH’S SONS DINE. 


ONE OF THE PLEASANTEST COLLEGE 
REUNIONS OF THE SEASON. 


There have been larger and more pretentious 
college dinners this season than that of the 
Dartmouth Alumni at Delmonico’s last night, 
but there has been none that embodied more 
good-fellowship or aftorded more real enjoy- 
ment. It waa the twenty-sixth annual banquet 
ofthe association, and there were in attend- 
ance about one hundred members, whose class 
numerals spread over nearly half a century. 
But the oldest man prosent was as gay as the 
youngest, and the gray beards sang and cheered 
as lustily and as reoklessly as the downy- 
cheeked Alumni of last Summer. 

Mr. Gilman H. Tucker, President of the asso- 
clation, sat atthe head of the table, and when 
the coffee was reached he made a epeech of 
welcome, and then introduced Gen. Carleton, 


who read areport from the coliege Trustees. 
This document contained fervent greetings to 
the graduates, and the information that the 
annual income of tne college was $51,000, and 
that there was a slight surplus thé year before 
last. This announcement was greeted with 
tumultuous cheers, which changed into 
groans when the addendum came that there 
Was asmall deficit last year. There were 417 
students in the college, and the present Fresh- 
man Olass is the largest known for twenty years, 
with one exception. Dartmouth had also built 
a hotel to meet the demands of the college 
and of the times. 

The report pleaded for more funds, not on ao- 
count of poverty, but on account of wealth, 
Dartmouth being conducted on the plan that 
the more it had the more it needed. Dart- 
mouth’s athletic victories of last year were re- 
ferred to enthusiastically, and the Alumni were 
admonished to send their sons to that institu- 
tiou of learning.

HARRISON HOLT RIDDLEBERGER. 
Ex-Senator Harrison Holt Riddleberger died 
yesterday morning at Winohester, Va., after an 
illness of several weeks. Senator Riddleberger 
was of German parentage. He was born at 
Edinburg, Shenandoah County, Va., Oct. 4, 
1844. His father, Madison Riddleberger, a 
gunsmith by trade, was for many years a stage 
driver on the great turnpike running through 
the Valley of Virginia from Winchester to 
Staunton. Young Riddleberger received a lim- 
ited education, and while still a boy was put to 


work in a store in Harrisburg, and there he re- 
mained until be entered the Confederate serv- 
ice as Second Lieytenantin the Tenth Virgint 
Infantry. After a short service as Lieutenan 
he was promoted to be Captain of a cavalry 

ompany, and was assigned to duty in the 

wenty-third Virginia Regiment. When Gen. 
Lee surrendered, Capt. Riddleberger was a 
prisover iu Fort Delaware. 

At the close of the war Mr. Riddleberger re- 
turned to business pursuits, but soon deserted 
them to become editor of a newspaper at Edin- 
burg called the Jenth Legion banner. He was 
soon afterward elected to represent Shenandoah 
County in the Virginia House of Delexates. He 
became sole proprietor of the Banner, was re- 
elected to the House of Delegates, and at the 
expiration of his second term became a candl- 
date for election to the State Senate, but was 
defeated. 


He then took up the srery of the a4 in the 
office of Henry ©. Allen, at Woodstock, and was 
twice elected Commonwealth Attorney. He 


then ran again for the State Senate and was 
elected. He was twice a Presidential elector— 
in 1876 on the Demooratic and in 1880 on the 
Readjuster ticket. In 1881 he became editor of 
the Woodstock Virginian, the leading Read- 
juster newspaper in Virginia, having previously 
taken charge of the Shenandoah Democrat. 

In 1881 Mr. Riddleberger was elected to the 
United States Senate as a Readjuster, and dur- 
ing bis term of service had frequent conten- 
tions with his colleague, Gen. Mahone. 

In the Senate, also, he opposed the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Bayard for Secretary of State on 
the ground that he was more of an Englishman 
in principle than an American, and that there- 
fore the foreign policy of this country ought 
not to be placed in his hands. Having pre- 
viously, in the Senate, opposed a resolution of- 
‘fered by Mr. Bayard condemning the London 
dynamite outrage his later opposition strength- 
ened his popularity among certain classes 
violentiy opposed to England and the English.

HENRY S. PIERCE. 

Henry 8. Pierce, ex-Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue, died at the Canandaigua (N. Y.) Hotel 
yesterday. Mr. Pierce had been in failing 
health for some months, his illness dating from 
the Fall of 1888. 

Some weeks ago he was confined to his room 
by an attack of the prevailing influenza, this 
developing into inflammatory rheumatism, and 
terminating in death. 

Mr. Pierce was born in the town of Livonia, 

Livingston County, N. Y., in 1836. In 1848 he 
went to Canandaigua Village for a course in 
the Canandaigua Acudemy, and upon his grad- 
uation he continued to make that place his 
home, as a clerk, then a partner, and finally the 
sole proprietor of a hardware store. He devel- 
«oped 8 marked capacity for business. 
_ He firet became actively interested in politics 
in 1874, when as the confidential adviser and 
partisan of Elbridge G. Lapham he secured 
from him his tirst nomination and election to 
Congress. He continued Mr. Lapham’s most 
trusted lieutenant, and was in a sense the War- 
wick of his fortune. 

Mr. Pierce had arare talent and taste for 
olitical organization, and was a sagacious and 
ndefatigable worker in shaping the action of 
party conventions, and came to be recognized 
as one of the abiest of the Stalwart managers 
in Western New-York. In 1882 he was ap- 
pointed by President Arthur to the first and 
only political oftice he ever held, that of In- 
ternal Revenue Coilector for the Western Dis- 
trict of this State, with headquarters in Roches- 
ter. He performed the duties of this office in a 
highly-satisfactory manner and continued in 
service until displaced in 1886 to make room 
for a Democratic successor, the present col- 
lector, James A. Hanlon. 

Upon his retirement from office Mr. Plerce 
engaged with George N. Williams in the bank- 
ing business under the firm name of Pierce & 
Williams, and was thus engaged at the time of 
his death. 

Mr. Pierce was unmarried, and leaves two 
me and one prother, all of whom are in- 
valids.

There are fourteen Deputp Collectors of In- 
ternal Revenue inthe Third Collection Dis- 
trict who havo very little faith in the present 
Administration’s pledge that “efficioncy and 
not party service” shall constitute a title to re- 
tention in office. Every one of them is looking 
around for a soft place in the sawdust into 
which his head may drop after the sharpened 


axe of the new Collector, Ferdinand Eidman, 
has fallen, 

The fate of their chief, Leonard A. Giegerich, 
who has collected more money than any 
of his predecessors for the same time, has se- 
sea the highest efficiency in his office, has 

een utterly regardless of party considerations, 
and yet has been removed without charges, is 
not at all caloulated to imbue them with con- 
fidence, And the unconcealed playful arrogance 
of their twelve Republican colleagues, whom 
Mr. Giegerich left in oftice, simply on the 
ground of personal efficiency, tends to heighten 
the uneasy fear of what politicians know asa 
** dlean sweep.” 

Until July, 1887, President Cleveland allowed 
Morris Friedsam, Mr. Giegerich’s Republican 
predecessor, to remain in his position. Then, 
the term of the incumbent having run out, a 
new man was appointed. Mr. Giegerich has 
served for two years and six months. The fact 
that there are atill a dozen deputies who are 
Republicans is regarded as pretty good evi- 
dence that the outgoing Collector carried out in 
good faith the business principles of the busi- 
ness administration under which he was ap- 
pointed. 

Collector Eidman has ‘not taken the office yet. 
Re says he will assume it as soon as his nomi- 
nation is contirmed and bis bond approved. 
This will not be until about Feb. 1. Toa Times 
reporter who inquired about his coming “clean 
sweep” last night he replied: ‘‘I haven't any 
intentions yet I have only been inside the 
office once, and can’t form plans till I know its 
workings, 1 am more interested in giving a 
good Anministration than in exercising the 
power of patronage. Youcan say that [ will 
make no removals that can in any way cripple 
the efficiency of the service.” 

‘And will eivil service rules hamper your 
action in making removals in any way ?”’ 

The Collector smiled. ‘‘Not a bit,’ saia he. 
“They don’t apply to Deputy Collectors of In- 
ternal Revenue, who are bonded officers.”

EASTERN ILLINOIS RUMORS. 
CuHicaGo, Jan. 24.—President H. P. Porter 
and Treasurer ©. W. Hillard of the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois left to-day for New-York 
to attend the meeting of the Directors to 
be held next week.

SHIFTING DEPUTIES ABOUT. 


COLLECTOR ERHARDT’s CUSTOM LEADS 
TO A FALSE RUMOR. 


The allegation that John BH. Gunner, Repub- 
lican leader in the Twenty-second Election 
District aud a son of Police Captain Gunner, 
had been suspended by Collector Erhardt from 
the position of Deputy Collector and was ex- 
ceedingly indignant over the way he had been 
treated, was published in an evening paper 
yestorday, and proved a source of amusement 
and astonishment to the supposed victim. He 
knew that he had not been suspended, and 
didn’t Know that he was indignant over any- 
thing. 

‘Twas transferred to the Second Division 
yesterday,” he said to a TIMEs reporter last 
night, ‘‘ but that was only in pursuance of a 
policy of the Collector's calculated to secure 
general efficiency on the partof Deputy Col- 
lectors. Under the old plan a man staid in 
one department right along and had no chance 
to learn the working of the others, I have been 
in the service since last June, and have already 
had experience in the ‘entrance and clearing of 
vessels’ and in the public stores. Now Lam 
put in the ‘entrance of merchandise’ depart- 
ment. This policy was announced at the start 
and gives uneasiness to nobody.” 

Mr. Gunner has been suffering from the grip 
and is still very hoarse. He says the alleged 
absence from duty named asa cause for the 
“guapension’ above alluded to was taused by 
sickness, and that this fact was understood by 
everybody interested. 














THE DELAWARE POLL TAX CASE. 

WILMINGTON, Del, Jan. 24.—In the Court of 
Errors and Appeals at Dover to-day the opin- 
ion in the case of John M. Freiszleben against 
Serech F. Shallcross and others was handed 
down. This is the celebrated suit involving 
the constitutionality of the poll tax collection 
law of 1873. The suit was instituted by 
Senator Higgins in the Supertor Court and 
argued last June, Senator Gray being one of 


the counsel for respondent. By agreement, 
after argument, the issues raised were referred 
to the Court of Errors and Appeais, to be 
passed upon by a full bench in the State’s high- 
est. tribunal. 

The nominal appellant, Freiszleben, possess- 
ing the other qualifications of a voter, had been 
placed on the delinquent list for non-payment 
of his poll tax of 1883 and thereby under the 
law rencered ineligible to qualify as a voter 
until 1887. His claim set forth in effect that he 
had been disfranchised for 1886, contrary to 
the provisions of the State Constitution, 

The court, in to-day’s opinion, denies this and 
affirms the constitutionality of the law as an 
enactment clearly within the constitutional 
power of the Legislature as an appropriate and 
legitimate exercise of the taxing power, and 
holds that the electoral franchiseis not an in- 
defeasible right of citizenship, but a privilege 
conditioned upon the payment of a tax.

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GLIR-TONGUED DAGGETT 


HE TELLS HOW H& ZELPED TO 
HELEOT HARRISON. 
BREEZY TESTIMONY IN THE SUIT. 
AGAINST THK REPUBLICAN LEAGUE 
TO RECOVER PAY FOR PRINTING. 


Breezy as a amall diizzard was the original 
* Al” Daggett when he turned up yesterday to 
tell hia story in the suit which Talimadge & 
Martin, printers, ars pressing against the Re- 
pubditoan League to get about $12,000 dus for 
printing campaign itteraturoe in 1888. 

Referse L. ©. Rasgevar, wioess office is in the 
Stewart Bailiding, was glad to see Daggatt at 
the kearing beeause it has been growing todious 
of late. Daggett was the star witness of the 
whole entertainment. Hs sat down in the wit- 
ness chair, took off hia gloves, and twisted thom 
incessantly. He gave the impression that he 
was tne trastee of all political knowledge. 
What he thinks he don’t know about the last 
Presidential oampaign could be printed in an 
agate line. 

Col. Bacon, counsel for the printers, asked 
Daggett what had taken place between him and 
Blocks-of-Five Dudley at their meeting on Aug. 
12. Daggett said that on that day he went to 
the Everett House and found the Campaign 


Committee in executive session, He had to 
Wait somo time before seeing Dudley, and then 
he submitted drafts of clroulars and other doc- 
uments to de sent out, as already told in the 
columus of Tur Times. Mr. Daggett started 
out to veil of a conversation that had taken 
place on that day between himself and Dudley, 
but Mr. Gay ous bim off with, “ You have evi- 
dently tela ua ail you know about that meet- 
i » OF 


“ That’sall you know,” retorted Daggett, ‘‘you 
may be mistaken.” He then explained that 
Blooks-of-Five Dadley direotad circulars to he 
sent out with subscription blanks incloged. 
Dudley said that the younger members of the 
party liked to be tickled with the idea that 
eomeé attention was being pald to them. He 
propese4 that young mex who Nad never voted 
shoulda form clubs to pe known as the “ First 
Votore’ Club.” Ha alsosproposed that clubs of 
mea who had voted for “ Harrison's grand- 
father’ be formed. His suggestion’ were 
aloptei, and Mr. Mott, one of the committee, 
said that he was glad thatan old campaigner 
had taken hold of the business. 

“ Meaning you?” asked the referee. 

“Gh, no,” said Daggett, ‘he meant Dudley.” 
The witness said that Dudley told him to go 
ahead and do the work. Certain gentlemen, 
whose names Mr. Dudley did not mention, Dag- 
gott suid. were under the impression that the 
Republican League could run the campaign 
withous tho aseistance of the Natidnal Commit- 
tee. Some of the gentlemen in the league had 
“gwelled heads.” There was an understanding 
that Dua@ley sbvewd go into the league or Cam- 
paign Committes to establish confidence all 
around. Mr. Daggett explained that Dudley 
did not prepose to take upon himself this extra 
laber, and he asked him (Daggett) to take his 
place an@ work ona plan that he would give 
him. 

ueations were put to Daggett which were 
objeccad to, and he said: “I won’t answer; I’m 
too olf a bird to anewer auything without the 
authority of the referees.” 

Daggett aaid that he received instruetions 
from Dudley almost daily. He frequently 
called upon bim fur funds for the league. At 
such times the nocessity for the money was dis- 
cussed and Dudlsy gave what money the 
National Commities could spare. Daggett also 
had confsrences with Secretary Humphrey 
about cireulars, including the try-the-fat circu- 
lar. 

“I had quite a circus with him about the 
certificate of membership,” said Daggett. 
“Hoamphrey said ‘that’s a h—1 of a looking 
horse and plow. There hasu’t been a plow like 
that for twenty years.’ I teld him that Il knew 
nothing about plouwa. TI think be sald that the 
cortificates should be the property of the league 
and not copyrighted by Tailmadge & Martin. 
A train of cars wus substituted for the one- 
horse plow. In August Dudiey sent for Mr. 
Foaeter and Mr. Humphrey found bim. Both 
Went to the Everett House. There appeared 
to be somothing peremptory about the message. 
Foster and Humphrey told me then that no fur- 
ther request for subsoriptions otber than those 
known as the popular dollar subscriptions were 
to be sent out by ths league. I was not aware 
that this decision had been arrived at, and had 
been going on sending out these ciréulars for 
con utions. [ was in a dllemma and ap- 
peared in the light ofan offender. I went up 
staire to the executive meeting of the National 
Committee, where Dudley was, aad explained 
the matter. Humphrey and Foster, however, 
disappeared.” 

Here the original Daggett made this nighly 
interesting statement: 

“Mr. 2 eecagy explained that our sending out 
subscription lists was interfering with their 
plans. They were not sending out lists, for they 
had a plan which was much better. It is: not 
necessary for metoexplain what that plan 
was. it would bea revelation of our politics 
which it is not necessary tolet the referee 
know of.” 

Daggett explained that Dudley had written 
the dollar-subscription circular and that he was 
Bure that it would bring to the league all the 
money it wanted. The ¢circular had not been 
out more than twenty-four hours before the 
press got hold of it and began calling it hard 
names. It was known asthe ‘dollar beggar.” 
The witness got further into the question of 
circulars, and sald that souvenirs had been sent 
out according to promise. The souvenir was 
a pleasant little acheme to extract dollars from 
sentimental Republicans. After the dollar sub- 
scription blanks were sent out they were fol- 
lowed up by the blanks known as the 
“twenty-five” and ‘‘fifty’ blanks. They were 
for the purpose of gathering in the names 
of prominent Republicans. These were left in 
the safe at Tallmadgs & Martin's. Col. Bacon 
wanted to know lf they were valuable, but the 
referee would not sllow the question. Upon 
recoiving a letter from Fry-the-Fat Foster ask- 
Ing that the lists be turned over to the league 
he told the printers to send them up. ‘The 
witness said that he had rented rooms at 64 
Broad-strees from the printers and got station- 
ery from them. 

The bill of the printers, with a statement 
by Daggett written on the back, was pro- 
duced. Col. Bacon wanted to get Daggett’s 
statement in as evidence, but Mr. Gay ob- 

ected. Mr. Daggett said that he had examined 
he billoritioally. — 

“« Is it a correot bill?’ asked Col. Bacon. 

* Yes,” said Daggett, with an additional twirl 
to his eyeglasses. 

** Are the prices correct?’ 

y This question waa also met with an objection. 

“Did you talk gbout the prices before the 
printing was done ?”’ 

“T didn’t do much talking about the prices. 
I got estimates and then got the printing done. 
The figures are correct. I know about as much 
about these matters as a printer. have done 
this sort of work so long.’ 

**You are in the printing business now,” said 
we referee, with the postal card contract in his 
Toind,

When the claims 
sre placed in eharge of the association the slow 
eustomera come to terms, as they do not wish 
the facts to become known among merchants 
in the trade, and at the samo timeit has been 
found that the influence of the association pra- 
vails upon such customers to continue doing 


business with the firms to whom they are in- 
debted. 


The assoolation comprises among ita merm- 
bers anumber of the most prominent wholessle 
grocers and provision dealers, such as Thurber, 
Whyland & Co., Francis H. Legcgett & Co., J. B. 
Killough & Co., Anstin, Nichols & Co., Clark, 
Holly & Ketchum, E. G Bazard & Co., John 
Early & Co., the Glencove Manufaoturing Com- 
pany, E. & R. Mead, Jr., & Co., Smith & Sills, 
the Van Derver & Holmes Bisoult Company, 
the Eureka Salt Manufacturing Company, (Lim- 
ited,) Charles 8. Higgins & Co. of Brooklyn, the 
Awmerican Glucose Company of Buffalo, Darby 
& Co. of Baltimore, Md., and George Miller & 
Son of Philadelphia. 

The report of the operation of the Collection 
Bureau was commended. The amount col- 
lected last year was $79,884 45, as against 
$25,338 97 in 1888.

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A COSTLY BLAZE IN MR. PYNE’S HOUSE 
AT RIVERDALE. ‘ 
Porcy R. Pyne’s fine old country place at 
Riverdale-on-the-Hudson was the scene of a 
blaze late on Thursday night that cnused $4,000 
damage to the house and about $30,000 to 
its contents. The family were all in town and 
the servants, with one exception, were sleeping 
in the lodge instead of in the house as usual, 80 
that no lives were lost, but Mrs. Nermeire, the 
housekeeper, who was sleeping on the ground 
floor, had @ narrow escape frora suffocation.

The firemen fought only to subdue, the biaze 
and bad no chance to save anything, 80, 
although the bouse itself suffered only the loss 
of two fioors and a staircase in the main wing, 
the many pictures, statues, and other art treas- 
ures in the building were almost all destroyed.

A number of wine importers have recently 
organized the Association of the United Im- 


' porters of Wines, for the protection of their in- 


terests. Among the members of this associa- 
tion are Luyties Brothers, F. Handrich, L. Som- 
born & Co., Emil Unger & Co., D. Brubacher, 
Weber & Co., Frederick De. Bary & Co., Hart- 


mann, Goldsmith & Co., Julius Wile, Brother &

of importing wine and spirits for distribution 
among their friends and acquaintances, and 
even for sale among tradesmen, without taking 
out licenses from the United States Govern- 
ment, as all dealers in wine have to do.

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THE LAWS DISREGARDED 


MLEAN GIVES NO HEED TO 
O1VIL SHRVIOH RULE#S. 
PLACES MADE FOR HARLEM REPUB- 
LICANS—TRE LORD HIGH BARBER 

TO THE GENERAL APPRAISER. 


Instances of intentional and willful disregard 
and violation of the civil service laws by offi- 
cials who have been given an opportunity to do 
so by the Harrison Administration have been 
by no means rare, but it is doubtful if there has 
been a moro flagrant series of violations than 
those with which Donald McLoan, General Ap- 
praiser of the port of New-York, is chargeable. 

This Man was appointed asthe ally of the 
Dry Goods Cabinet. He was expected to op- 
press and anpoy the importers of this city, 
and by annoyances to render it dificult for 
the importers to transact their business. His 
subserviency to the Plummer-Ammidown po- 
litical combination was shown in a letter 
which he wrote to John F. Plummer, and which 
was published in THe Times of Dec. 18 last. 
McLean, in his letter, after acknowledging the 
receipt of a letter from Mr. Plummer ‘‘ with the 
inclosure,” goes on to communicate to him in- 
side official information about some appraise- 
ments, and to assure him that these cases ‘ will 
oe bo disposed of without your being noti- 

ed. 


The authenticity of this letter was questioned 
atthetime, but MoLean, in his bigh-nanded 
disregard of the civil service law, has furnished 
the proot of its correctness. There was a 
further assurance in the original draft of the 
letter, pledging more definitely still that he 
(McLean) would do nothing in the matter that 
should not be satisfactory to Plummer, but 
this was crossed out at the suggestion of one 
ot McLean’s subordinates, who suggested that 
it was pretty strong language for a man iu his 
Semt-judicial position te use toward an inter- 
ested party. 

H. Gower Hose, the former stenographer to 
the General Appraiser, has made an interesting 
statement. “I did not see the letter in THE 
TIMES until my attention was called tu 1t by a 
clerk in the General Appraiser’s office,” he 
says. ‘Il had no rewembrance of having 
written such a letter. Mr. McLean calied me 
into his room the day after the publication and 
asked me to produce my shorthand note books, 
and after a search the one containing the steno- 
graphic notes of the letter to Mr. Plummer was 
found and left with the General Appraiser, I 
have not compared the printed letter with my 
notes, but, if my recollection serves me, 
they are substantially the same. Mr. McLean, 
however, stated to me that they differed in some 
respects—I forget whether in words or sense, 
He also informed me that he had asked Mr. 
Plummer if he knew how the letter leaked out, 
and that that gentleman had assured him that 
the original letter was filed away among his 
private letters and was not accessible to any 
one but himself. 

“*YThbe leak,’ said Mr. McLean, ‘ must be at 
one end or the other—either here or at Mr. 
Plummer’s, 1 believe it is here,’ 

“That, I may say, would scarcely be a matter 
for surprise, if true. It was openly and loudly 
stated by an importer some time ago, in the 
hearing of clerks and otbers in the ofiice, that 
he could get any information in the General 
Appraiser’s department he wanted for a five- 
doliar bill. As to how the letter got out I know 
nothing and care less, but I have no doubt it 
eould be found out if really desired, as I in- 
formed Mr. MoLean. 

“When General Appraiser George V. Brower 
surrendered his office to Donald McLean of 
Harlem, he leftitin first-class working order, 
with a compact, intelligent staff of otticials and 
clerks. When Mr. Brower was appointed he 
retained under him a number of Republicans, 
some of whom remain there yet. Mr, McLean, 
however, the moment he was appointed, began 
the work of clearing out the Democrats until 
now there is not one left in the department. 
The way in which this has been accomplished 
and Republicans have beeu substituted is re- 
freahingly siraple, and entirely independent of 
the provisions of the civil service law. 

“From the first mowent of Mr. McLean's in- 
cumbency ‘big’ Frank Raymond, the local boss 
of the Twenty-third District, let it be plainly 
seen that he carried the oftice of the General 
Appraiser in his pocket. He stalked around 
trequently, accompanied by one ortwo political 
friends, eyeing the clerks and officlals at work, 
making up his mind who was to go first and 
who was to succeed him. First the messenger 
received his congé, closely followed by another 
Democrat, an opener and packer, In whe place 
of these were appointed two Harlem Repub- 
licans, and another got the place of a laborer 
= was detailed to the Ganeral Appraiser’s 
othce. 

“Then the law olerk took fright and offered 
himself to the sacrificial axe. This put the Gen- 
eral Appraiser ip a quandary, for the position 
is within the civil service rules, No special ex- 
amination can be applied for unless to fill a 
vacancy. Here was no vacancy. Mr. McLean 
accordingly stipulated that if Thomas H. Lee 
(now of Powers & Lee) would hand in his resig- 
nation, to take effect on the qualification of his 
successor, ho might continue in ottice for some 
time. ‘'o this Mr. Lee agreed, but his head fell 
a few days later without any apology or ‘by 
your leave,’ in open violation of the agreement. 
After remaining vacant for several months the 

osition was filled by the appointment of James 
<ilsheimer, President of the Twenty-third Dis- 
trict Republican Asaociation, without the 
formality of any civil service examination. 
Kilsheimer was simply appointed, took posses- 
slon, and there was an end of it. His predeces- 
sor, Who wus appointed by a Democrat, was se- 
lected from the list furnished by the Civil Serv- 
ice Board. 

“In the early Fall John A. Murtha, brother of 
ex-Senator William H. Murtha, the Dewocratic 
chief clerk, one morning received his dismissal 
from his civil service position, and some weeks 
later in walked Thomas Robertson, Secretarv 
of the association of which Kilsheimer is Presi- 
dent and Raymond, McLean, and nearly all 
the new appointees are members. Robertson 
was appointed after the manner of Kilsheimer. 
There were some conferences at Washington, 
and the thing wasdone, The law was quietly 
relegated to limbo. There was never any apol- 
ogy for the Jack of a civil service examination. 
Robertson is one of three men who were re- 
moved by Collector Magone for their participa- 
tion in a number of objectionable transactions. 

“John M. Tompkins, the assistant chief 
elerk, was promptly disposed of by McLean, 
who appointed a Harlemite named Leach to 
the position. McLean has a brother in Wash- 
ington who holds a Federal position. Leach 
has a brother there who fills an official chair, 
The two brothers in Washington are on famil- 
iar terms, and their friendship bore fruit in the 
appointiment of Leach, who boasts that he has 
been about thirty years tn the public service. 

“Leach ran the oflice and the General Ap- 
praiser until the appointment of Robertson. 
Since then there has been considerable doubt 
about who really rans it—tne doubt being 
whether the authority is either of them or an- 
other Harlemite, Peter Stieb, a Third-avenue 
barber. Stieb, who displace’ a Democrat, be- 
cawe an important factor the moment he hung 
his hat up in the offi¢e. No common messenger 
like his predecessor did he mean to be. He and 
McLean were too intimate for that. Heis even 
privileged to pat his superior patronizingly on 
the shoulder while he speaks with him. He at 
once shook himself downinto the responsible 

osition of Personal Attendant and Barber in 

hief to the United States General Appraiser of 
the port. 

‘* Peter now stands behind his master’s onair 
and earefully applies a blotter to everything 
written by his ohief. As goon as the reap- 

raisements are concluded for the day Peter 
ocks the doors, opens a drawer in MoLean’s 
desk, pulls out the implements of his trade, 
including a portable and adjustable barber's 
headrest, tucks a towel under the General Ap- 
praiser’s chin, and then there follows a per- 
meating odor of bay rum and perfume for an 
hour or so, when the General Appraiser walks 
out bright as a brass door knob. This conver- 
sion of a Government office into an annex 
of a Harlem barber’s shop is the 
constant theme of jests among brokers 
and importers, who may be seen nudging one 
another and winking while the word ‘noxv 
passes around. One day several wags got to- 
zether and began to take up a penny collection 
obuy a barber’s pole for the General Ap- 
praiser’s window. As 8tieb declined to do mere 
messenger work a request to have an extra 
laborer detailed for thé work was successful, 
and another Harlemite got there. 

«Now every Demoorat has been gotten rid of, 
and every office has been filled without the 
civil service formula, with the exception of 
that of the stenographer. This is also a civil 
service position, which is expected to go toa 
Harlemite who is able to get over the legal 
fence without being seen. While the Repub- 
liean hold-overs from Jersey and Brooklyn are 
now tremblingly awalting the advent of more 
Harlemites, and there is, as a matter of fact, 
more clerical help in the office thau Is necea- 
sary did the sinecurista do any work, there 
has for some time been talk of trying to 
obtain from the Department at Washing- 
tou permission to employ several other 
Harlemites. To eu? this derand the work of 
the office is constantly being so multiplied ana 
involved and complicated, under the guise of 
‘reform,’ that a matter which under the past 
Administration could be disposed of in afew 
minutes now entails a large amount of labor 
and becomes a very formidable affair. 

“The office affords yet another instance of 
the ease with whioh the civil service law may 
be violated, or has been violated. The former 
clerk to the Board of General Appraisers was 
Eaward Everett, an elderly man. The duties 
of the office are very light and the salary is 
$1,600 a year. Early in 1889 General 
praiser Lewis Heyl cameo on from Philadelphia, 
aud ina conversation advised Mr. Everett to 
think of resigning on account of advancing 
years. He did think of it. The hint was too 
broad to be ignored. He handed in his resig- 
nation, but when he discovered that Mr. Heyl 


had slated his own son-in-law for the 
position he tried, but tried vainly, to 
rocall his resignation. Heyl’s son-in-law 


was oventually appointed without any otvil 
seorvica examination. To effect this, the posi- 
tion was, after Mr. Everett had filled itfora 
number of years, declared to be a cofifidential 
one, and independent of civil service rules. The 
office was entirely disassociated from the Gen- 
eral Appraiser’s office, aud Mr. Hey?!’s son-in- 
law now declines (under instruction) to do any 


of the general clerical work formerly done by 
Mr. Everett, but contines himself to the buat- 


_ Hess of the board, whichis in session perLaps 


as wuch as tivelve hours in the year. 

* At tuis time there only remain four twelve- 
hundred-dollar olerkships in the office under 
civil service rules, all the other positions hav- 
ing, by some hocus pocus, been put without 
the pale of the law. The holders of thoxe 
positions do not feel very comfortabie, for none 
of them live in Frank Raymond’s bailiwick.” 


WHY THAT KORTY MILLIONS? 


CONFLICTING STATEMENTS FROM MAN- 
AGERS OF THE ELEVATED ROADS. 


The result of inquiries as to ths real reason 
for the proposed creation ofan Immeuso blanket 
mortgage on the elevated roads is unsatis- 
factory. It is pussible to seoure many theories 
for the action, butit is not possible to obtain 
from avy official source any statement that is 
quite reasonable or that may not be sharply 
criticised. 

The observations regarding the future inten- 
tions of the companies of three gentiemen who, 
eertainly of all persons in the world, shuuld be 
wellinformed concerning them, vary widely. 
Mr. Jay Gould, in an authoritative interview 
published on Thursday, said: “I have things in 
snug shape and I have only to nurse my prop- 
erties. Iam netintending to extend the ele- 
vated railroads, and I do not know anybody 
who wishes to build new ones.” 

Yesterday morning Vice President Robert M. 
Gallaway sald that the proposed forty-million- 
doliar mortgage was to be used to pay olf the 
present debt and to buy and improve sume termi- 
nal property ‘up at the other end of the line,”’ 
The further provision for a bond issue ef S600,- 
000 and $300,000 a mile respectively on double 
and single track roads that might be built was 
only to provide for a contingency. 

Aud Mr. Russell Sage, who is wise and far- 
seeing, said yesterday that the building or a 
single track between tho present two tracks 
Was in contemplation and might be begun in 
the near future. 

The use to which the new mortgage was to be 
put was also explained by Mr. Sage, but his ex- 
planation was not at all jike that of Mr. Galla- 
way’s.

000% Well, with that tho erection of the single 
track could be started, and the necessary aiter- 
ations could be made in the atations. The 
single track would be a great institution. It 
would practically deuble the capacity of the 
road. The present tracks could be used solely 
for down-town traffic in the morning and for 
up-town tratiio in the evening. 

The whole matter presented itself to Mr. 
Sage as a sensible business course, At present 
the company pays interest at 7 per cont. The 
new bonds would bear 4 per cent. interest. 
The $40,000,000 would cost no more, there- 
fore, than the $34,000,000. What was the use 
of paying 7 per cent. when it was possible to 
got what was needed for 4 per cent, ? 

Whetner Mr. Gould and Mr. Sage are really 
opposed to each other as to the conduct of the 
roads is not known. On the surface, however, 
it would appear that they are, and quite rad- 
ically, too.

City, M. Malone; Newark, J. H. Shoemaker, 
8 W. Trott; Trenton, H. F. Smith; Baltimore, 
William Barnie. When the meeting was called 
to order Secretary Maciteer, on behalf of the 
Wilmington Club, asked for admission, The 
committee sent to that city reported favorably 
and Wilmington was elected. All the clubs, 
with the exception of Lowell, Worcester, aud 
Hartford, have paid their assessments. 1t was 
decided not to take any action in their case 
until next week. Messrs. Barnie, Burnham, 
and Braden were appointed a committee to re- 
vise the constitution, and Mesers, Shoemaker, 
Barnis, and Burnham were instructed to at- 
tend the meeting of the Board of Arbitration.

LIABILITIES S1X MILLIONS. 


THE WHEAT CROP FAILURE CARRIES 
UNDER A BUENOS AYRES FIRM. 


Letters recently received by merchants in this 
city interested in trade with the Argentine Re- 
public tell of the failure of Repetto, Paepagli- 
oni & Co., at Buenos Ayres, with liabilities of 
$6,000,000. This amount, however, represents 
Argeutine Republic paper, and at present rates 
of exchange would equal $2,400,000 in gold. 
The firm did a jobbing and export business. It 
had no regular correspondents in this sity, and 
no one of the New-York firms in the trade will 
be affected directly by the failure. 

W. H. i. Hughes of the New-York and Cuba 
Mail Steamship Company said yesterday that 
he got news of the failure in a letter from his 
London correspondent dated Jan. The 
trouble had been caused, in his opinion, ®y the 
complete failure of the wheat crop Jast year io 
the Argentine Republic, This had compelled 
an importation of wheat, which the country 
was in the habit of exporting. The letter 
which told him of the big fallure also stated, 
from a cable dispatch sent from Buenos Ayres 
two days before, that the rate of exchange was 
232. His direct cable sent on Wednesday and 
received yesterday from Buenos Ayres showed 
that the rate of exchange was now 218. 

The value of gold was ase best possible finan- 
cial barometer, and a fa of fourteen points in 
tweuty days indicated that the business situa- 
tlonin the Argentine Republic’s capital was 
improving. It was pretty good evidence that 
nothing in the nature of a panic prevailed at 
Buenos Ayres or was anticipated. Mr. Hughas 
said that American firms were not in the habit 
of taking long-time paper from their consign- 
ees in the Argentine Kepublie. The danger of 
any direct eitect to any New-York concern was, 
therefore, not to be anticipated from such a 
failure as that of Repetto, Paepagiioni & Co.

THE EMIGRATION BOARD DEFIES JUDGE 
BARKETT’S ORDER. 


Lawyer Robert N. Waite applied to Justice 
Barrett, in Supreme Court, Ohambers, yester- 
day morring for a writ of attachment for eon- 
tempt against the Commissioners of Emigra- 
tion for their refusal to release Johannes Ram- 
mer, the detained immigrant who Justice Bar- 
‘rett deoi:ded on Friday was entitled to land.

Mr. Waite said Mr. Stephenson had secured 
the.return of Rammer to Castie Garden ona 
pledge to surrender him if the court decided in 
tne latter’s favor and had failed to keep the 
pledge. Justice Barrett said the fact was sad, 
but he oceuld not help it. 

The Rammer detention case reached Colleetor 
Erhardt yesterday. He said he had not consid- 
ered it, but from what he had learned he was or 
the opinion that there was no reason why Ram- 
mer should be sent back to Europe.
